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Klibi advises Iran 
to observe ceasefire 

Saud, opening Arab League talks, calls for 
unanimous, practical action to counter Tehran 


TUNIS (Agencies) — Arab League Secret- 
ary-General Chadii Klibi on Sunday advised 
Iran it could prevent a serious aggravation of 
the Gulf war if it answered a United Nations 
ceasefire. 


Speaking at the opening of a 
special meeting of the Arab 
League Council of Ministers. Mr. 
Klibi said: "Tehran can still avoid 
the worst, and prevent a pro- 
found aggravation of the conflict, 
by agreeing to cooperate serious- 
ly with the U.N. secretary 
general." 

He said Iran should comply 
"without delay" with last month's 
U.N. Security Council resolution 
calling for an immediate ceasefire 
between Iran and Iraq. 

He added that the resolution 
“guarantees a peaceful and fair 
solution of the conflict.** 

Mr. Klibi held Iran responsible 
for *an escalation of the tension 
with its neighbours" and for 
attempts to "widen the battle- 
field" by trying to drag others 
into the war. 

He said the meeting of Arab 
ministers had been "called to 
"show without ambiguity that the 
security of these countries (Saudi 
Arabia and Kuwait) is assumed 
by all our states which are un- 
ited.” 

He called for the formulation 
of a collective strategy capable of 
"ensuring that the latest Security 
Council resolution will be carried 
out." 

Saudi Foreign Minister Prince 
Saud A I Faisal who presided at 
the opening session called for 


“unanimous and practical deci- 
sions to meet the challenges and 
obstinacy of the Tehran regime." 
He denounced the “terrorist and 
destructive" behaviour of Iran 
against the Islamic and Arab 
worlds and particularly against its 
neighbours in the Gulf. 

Diplomats said a protracted 
discussion over a joint Arab posi- 
tion appeared to be in the offing 
and expected the meeting to con- 
tinue through the night. 

Foreign ministers from 17 Arab 
states are attending the meeting. 

Asked on arrival Saturday 
night if he would propose that the 
Arabs should cut ties with 
Tehran, the Saudi foreign minis- 
ter said Riyadh wanted the meet- 
ing to adopt a united Arab stand. 

"What we want is u joint Arab 
position towards the Iranian reg- 
ime. Because of its attacks on 
Saudi Arabian embassies and 
other diplomatic missions in 
Tehran, it clearly shows that the 
country does not recognise and 
does not want to applv the di- 
plomatic rules in force." he said. 

Saudi Arabia. Morocco and 
Tunisia have accused Tehran of 
fomenting violence in Mecca 
where more than 400 pilgrims 
were killed on July 31. 

Nearly 300 of the dead were 
Iranians and the Saudi embassy in 
Tehran was attacked during de- 


monstrations after the Mecca in- 
cidents. 

Iran has so far reacted nega- 
tively to the United Nations 
Security Council resolution Iasi 
month calling for a ceasefire in 
the Gulf war and proposing sanc- 
tions if its recommendations are 
not heeded. 

Diplomats said it was most 
unlikely Syria or Libya, which 
have friendly relations with 
Tehran, would join any blanket 
Arab condemnation of Iran. 

They said that Algeria, which is 
on good terms with noth Iran and 
Iraq and has tried several times to 
mediate in the Gulf conflict, 
would be unwilling to take sides. 

Iraq, represented at (he Tunis 
meeting by Foreign Minister 
Tareq Aziz, says it will accept the 
U.N. resolution if Iran does. Iran 
has neither accepted nor rejected 
it. 

The meeting was taking place 
amid tension created by the pre- 
sence of a fleer of more than 4(1 
foreign warships in the Gulf and 
fears that the war may spread to 
other states in the area. 

Tunisia asked for the meeting 
to "examine the situation in the 
Gulf and the risks of the conflict 
spreading to the whole region, or 
even to all Arab countries." 

The Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nisation (PLO). whose chairman 
Yasser Arafat is. attending the 
league meeting, said in a com- 
munique it "condemns the pur- 
suit of the Iran-Iraq war" and 
noted that Iraq had "accepted all 
initiatives designed to put an end 
to the conflict." 


Bridgeton steams ahead of convoy after 
unexplained 12-hour halt off Bahrain 


BAHRAIN (Agencies) — The 
mine-damaged supertanker 
Bridgeton and two American 
warships steamed towards the 
Strait of Hormuz on Sunday, far 
ahead of a convoy of three smal- 
ler Kuwaiti tankers.

Neo-Nazis gather for Hess 
funeral in W. German town 


WUNSjEDEL. West Germany 
(Agencies) — Two hundred neo- 
Nazis have converged on Wun- 
siedel for the burial on Wednes- 
day of Hitler's deputy Rudolf 
Hess and more are on the way. 
police said Sunday. 

Paramilitary border guards 
manned round-the-clock road 
blocks around the tranquil town 
set in rolling hills close to the 
Czechoslovak frontier. Police 
helicopters circled overhead. 

In the last two days 93 neo- 
Nazis and others have been de- 
tained in the area. 

One man. who wore a black 
mask when neo-Nazis stormed on 
Saturday into the cemetery giving 
Hiller salutes and shouting "Re- 
venge for Hess." will be kept in 
jail." he said. 

Judicial authorities have ban- 
ned all open air meetings in and 
near Wunsiedel connected in any 
way with Hess, who died of appa- 
rent suicide last Monday in West 
Berlin after 41 years in allied 
custody. His body is being kept at 
a secret location. 

The delay in burying the last 
remaining Nazi leader was caused 
by the insistence of his son Wolf- 
Ruediger on a second autopsy. 
He has said he doubts statements 
by the wartime allies that Hess 
committed suicide. 

Neo-Nazis and other far-right 
groups have seized on the doubts 
of Wolf-Ruediger and family 
lawyer Alfred SeidI and are 
claiming that Hess was murdered 


•in Spandau prison. 

Gerhard Bocden. head of the 
internal security service, said on 
television on Saturday night that 
his office expected a rash of 
neo-Nazi terror attacks and was 
taking strict precautions. 

The Bild Am Sonntag news- 
paper said Sunday that Wun- 
siedel’s Luthern pastor. Peter 
Zeisler. had rejected a request by 
Hess* son to have the full "Deuts- 
chland lied." (Germany song), 
sung at his father's funeral ser- 
vice. 

Wolf-Ruediger Hess said his 
father had requested mourners at 
the funeral to sing the 19th cen- 
tury “Deutschland lied." in full, 
according to Bild Am Sonntag. 

The song begins with the 
phrase "Deutschland. Deutsch- 
land ueber alles," (Germany. 
Germany over all) and expresses 
territorial expansion claims 
adopted by the Adolf Hitler's 
Nazis. 

Bild Am Sonntag also pub- 
lished what it said was the last will 
of Hess, a hand-written note 
dated “Inter-allied military jail 
Berlin Spandau, March 16. 
19X2." 

In the note. Hess said he would 
not want life-prolonsing intensive 
care in case he fell ill but that 
"nature should be given its course 
as is the will of God." 

Hess also wrote that he did not 
want a cremation but a quiet 
funeral in the graveyard of Wun- 
siedel.

BAHRAIN (Agencies) — Iran 
claimed on Sunday that a U.S. 
helicopter carrying reporters and 
photographers has crashed in the 
Gulf, but the Pentagon denied 
the report. 

After reporting that the Iranian 
navy retrieved five bodies after 
the crash Saturday. Tehran's offi- 
cial Islamic Republic News Agen- 
cy (IRNA) retracted the report. 

The agency’s latest version said 
the monitoring service of the Ira- 
nian naval forces heard relief 
workers saying "so far five bodies 
have been picked up and search 
continues for possinly more vic- 
tims." It did not identify the relief 
workers. 

IRNA's first, two-paragraph 
report on the alleged crash said: 
"An American helicopter car- 
rying several American reporters 
and photographers crashed in the 
Persian waters Saturday after- 
noon." 

The dispatch from Bushehr. an 
Iranian port on the Gulf, said: 
"Iranian naval personnel have so 
far caught five bodies." adding 
that the exact number of people 
who were aboard the aircraft was 
now known. 

The agency later quoted Ira- 
nian navy Commander Commod- 
ore Mohammad Hussein Malek- 
zadegan as also saying his forces 
have retrieved five bodies and 


Pan Am 
hijack trial 
delayed 

RAWALPINDI. Pakistan (R) — 
A protest fast and a challenge ro a 
Pakistani judge's powers delayed 
the start on Sunday of the trial of 
five Palestinians accused in the 
hijacking an American airliner 
last year in which 22 people died. 

Judge Syed Mohammad Zafar 
Babur, sitting in the heuvily- 
gu.irded Rawalpindi central jail 
in Punjab province, deferred un- 
til Monday a decision on a de- 
fence challenge to his jurisdiction 
to try the accused for the hijack- 
ing in Karachi, capital of Sind 
province. 

The Sept. 5 hijacking of the 
Pan Am Jumbo jet ended in a gun 
battle in which 22 people were 
killed and more than UK) injured. 
The five defendants have also 
been charged with murder. 

Four gunmen wearing Pakista- 
ni security uniforms had seized 
the Pun Am plane at Karachi. A 
fifth man was arrested later. 

Only tine man accused 
appeared in court, shackled and 
handcuffed. He said the others 
had been on hunger strike since 
Aug. HI and had refused to 
attend court in protest against 
what they called jail severity. 

Judge Babur said that if the 
accused absented themselves de- 
liberately he would have to pro- 
ceed without them. 

Defence lawyers said the trial 
would formally start after the 
court had decided on the question 
of jurisdiction. 

Reporters were barred from 
previous proceedings at the jail 
outside Rawalpindi, near Islama- 
bad. but Judge Babur allowed 
three representatives of foreign 
news organisations into the court 
for Sunday's hearing.

WASHINGTON (R) — The Un- 
ited Slates does not believe the 
Iran-Iraq war will last much lon- 
ger hut will keep warships in the 
Gulf as long as necessary to pro- 
tect vital U.S. interests! a State 
Department official said Sunday. 

Richard Murphy, assistant 
secretary of state for Near East- 
ern and South Asian affairs, said 
in a U.S. television interview- the 
U.S. commitment to protect 
Kuwaiti oil tankers flying the 
American flag would continue as 
long as needed. 

"'l don’t think it is open-ended 
because I do not think the war 
will endure all that long." Mr. 
Murphy said of the U.S. commit- 
ment. ’ 

The seven-year war was not 
going well, causing tremendous 
fosses of life and material on both 
sides, he said, adding: "I think 
there is a limit." 

Mr. Murphy said he hoped 
Iranian diplomats visiting the Un- 
ited Nations this week would 
announce their government's in- 
tention to abide bv a Security 
Council resolution culling for a 
ceasefire in the war. 

Iraq has said it will abide by a 
ceasefire if Iran does the same. 

Mr. Murphy said the U.S. 
hopes were based on "more flexi- 
ble sounding statements coming 
out of Tehran” in recent weeks as 


well as the possible weariness of 
the combatants. 

The United States has boosted 
its presence from a half dozen 
wai ships to 4<) because the recent 
mining of the Gulf bv Iran esca- 
lated the danger to U.S. interests. 
Mr. Murphy" said. 

He explained that U.S. in- 
terests were to ensure ;t stable oil 
supply for the West, support 
Arab slates in the region, and 
prevent the Soviet Union from 
dominating that strategic part of 
the world. 

"Those interests we categorise 
as vital U.S. interests, and that is 
a word we don’t use lightly." he 
said. 

He was asked whether the Un- 
ited Suites would pull out if there 
was a major loss of U.S. lives as 
happened in Lebanon after more 
than 20U U.S. Marines died in a 
bombing. 

"I think the interests are of 
significantly different weight in 
the Gull." he replied. 

Mr. Murphy called the increase

16,000 S. African miners to defy work ultimatum 


JOHANNESBURG (R) —

gold a day.

carry out the biggest sacking of 
the dispute. 

The Anglo American Mining 
conglomerate has said it will fire 
16.IHHI men on tour of its gold pits 
if they do not report for work 
Monday morning. 

"The men have decided not to 
accept the ultimatum." NUM 
Assistant General Secretary Mar- 
cel Golding told reporters. 

The NUM. the lareest union in 
the country, ordered the nation- 
wide strike by some 300.INX) 
workers to back demands for 
higher pay and improved working 


conditions fur its members. 

An estimated ll.IKKl strikers 
have already been fired and over 
the weekend groups of sacked 
miners trekked from the gold belt 
ro homes in impoverished tribal _ 
homelands or to neighbouring* 
black states. 

At Randfontcin. west of

Israel developing nuclear 


missile warheads — report 


LONDON (Agencies) — Israel is developing a 
nuclear warhead for a missile that can reach Arab 
capital cities, London’s weekly Observer reported 
Sunday* citing unidentified “intelligence sources in 
Washington.” 


The report said the missile, 
known as Jericho, was test-fired 
with a warhead from Israel's 
Negev Desert into the Mediterra- 
nean Sea on May 16. It flew 
nearly 1 ,U00 kilometres and has a 
potential range of 1,500 
kilometres, the report said. 

The weekly said Israel did not 
need to explode the warhead to 
test it because the development is 
being conduct with the help of 
computer simulation, which 
calculates the characteristics of 
nuclear explosions. 

Developing without testing 
"also allows a government to 
maintain secrecy," the newspaper 
said. 

The U.S. - National Security 
Agency eavesdropped on the test 
flight and estimates Israel has 


between 45 and 65 Jericho mis- 
siles. the Observer said. 

The newspaper said: “The 
military significance of the mis- 
siles is that Israel will soon be 
able to hit Arab capitals, includ- 
ing Baghdad, with missiles fired 
from its own territory that are 
capable of carrying either con- 
ventional or nuclear weapons." 

“Israel has said virtually no- 
thing about (he highly classified 
Jericho and has never confirmed 
that it possesses nuclear 
weapons," the Observer said. 

In Tel Aviv, a Defence Minis- 
try spokesman declined comment 
on the new report. 

The weekly said attention will 
be focused on Israel's nuclear 
programme when Mordechai 
Vanunu. a former atomic energy 


technician, goes on trial in Tel 
Aviv for espionage and treason. 
The trial is scheduled to begin 
Aug. 30. the newspaper said. 

Vanunu claimed in British 
newspapers last year that Israel 
was secretly producing nuclear 
weapons and had the world's 
sixth largest nuclear arsenal. 

Vanunu disappeared from 
London last Sept. 30 and turned 
up in Israeli custody. He later 
told reporters he was abducted 
from Rome after flying there 
from London. 

The Observer said Vanunu's 
brother. Meir, who is in London, 
will ask Britain for political 
asylum. 

It said Meir Vanunu made his 
decision after Israel issued a war- 
rant for his arrest. The warrant 
came after Meir Vanunu said his 
brother was lured from London 
to Rome by a woman agent of 
Mossad, the Israeli security ser- 
vice. 

Last month, the Geneva-based 
Defence Review monthly re- 
ported a Jericho test had been 


carried out in May. 

It said the missile would be 
tested again soon at a range of 
1.450 kilometres, a distance that 
would cover both distant Arab 
capitals and key Soviet naval 
bases on the Black Sea. 

The Observer said warhead de- 
velopment is being carried out by 
computers that calculate the char- 
acteristics of nuclear explosions, 
obviating the need to detonate a 
test weapon. 

The Defence Review report 
drew a strong reaction from Mos- 
cow, which beamed Hebrew-Ian- 
guage broadcasts at Israel warn- 
ing development of the Jericho II 
amounted to a nuclear challenge 
to the Soviet Union. 

Israeli Foreign Minister Shi- 
mon Peres dismissed the accusa- 
tion but declined to Confirm or 
deny Israel was making the mis- 
sile.

Israel deploys riot police 
in Sabbath cinema wars 


TEL AVIV (R) — Religious 
Jews went on the warpath in two 
cities during another uneasy Sab- 
bath in what has become known 
as the war of the cinemas. 

Angry ultra-orthodox Jews, 
protesting at what they say is 
desecration of the Jewish holy 
day by film screenings, beat two 
journalists in Haifa, and in Jeru- 
salem 1.000 police in riot gear 
with water cannon kept religious 
militants from marching on 
cinemas. 

The unrest is the latest in a 
long-standing dispute between 
secular Jews, demanding more 
entertainment on their day of rest 
and their observant co-religion- 
ists who say any commercial 
acrivity violates a sacred com- 
mandment to keep the day holy. 

Although there have been 
clashes between the two groups in 
Haifa and Petah Tikvah. near Tel 
Aviv, the centre of the dispute 
has been Jerusalem. In Tel Aviv, 
cinemas, pubs and discotheques 
serve revellers throughout the 
Sabbath. . 


In Jerusalem an agreement be- 
tween religious and secular Jews 
bans almost all commercial enter- 
tainment from sunset Friday until 
after dark on Saturday. 

Recent attempts by secular 
groups to defy the prohibition 
have met angry protest from 
ultra-orthodox Jews. 

To prevent anticipated trouble 
on Friday evening, Jerusalem 
police sealed off the religious 
Mea Shearim neighbourhood, 
preventing residents from mar- 
ching on cinemas screening films 
in defiance of the Sabbath ban. 

With the massive police pre- 
sence. the evening passed without 
serious incident but in Haifa qyer 
1.000 black-garbed religious Jews 
protesting in sympathy with their 
Jerusalem brethren, attacked and 
beat two journalists. 

In Jerusalem itself trouble 
broke out on Saturday evening 
when Mea Shearim residents 
attempted to block streets in their 
neighbourhood and threw stones 
at cars passing nearby. 


Arafat sacks 
representative 
in Lebanon 


SIDON. Lebanon (R) — Palesti- 
nian leader Yasser Arafat has 
dismissed his top representative 
in Lebanon following the murder 
of one of his loyalists in factional 
fighting, Palestinian sources 
have said. 

They said Zeid Wehbe was 
sacked and had been called out of 
Lebanon for consultations on the 
death of Rasem A1 Ghoul, 38, a 
victim of friction between fac- 
tions loyal to Arafat and pro- 
Syrian group. 

A Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nisation (PLO) spokesman said 
earlier that Ghoul, abducted two 
days ago near the big Ain A1 
Hilweh refugee camp east of 
Sidon, was snot dead. His body 
was found Saturday. 

Ghoul was the local head of 
Mr. Arafat's elite Force 17 group. 
He arrived to replace Hass an AJ 
Haiba, the previous commander, 
who was killed in Ain A1 Hilweh 
in February. 


‘Iran-Syria 
deal may have 
freed Glass’ 


NEW YORK (R) — American 
journalist Charles Glass, who 
said he escaped from kidnapers in 
Beirut, may in fact have been 
released as a result of a secret 
deal between Syria and Iran, 
U.S. News and World Report has 
said. 

The news magazine quoted in-, 
telligence sources in the region as 
saying the release of Glass, who 
was held hostage for 62 days, was 
one of several topics taken up at 
recent high-level talks between 
Syria and Iran. 

It said Syrian President Hafez 
A1 Assad was angered when a 

S oup linked to Iran kidnapped 
lass last June 17 because he was 
the only hostage taken since Mr. 
Assad ordered Syrian troops in 
Beirut last February to keep 
order in the dty. 

The intelligence sources were 
quoted as saying Iran agreed to 
tell its adherents to free Glass 
after Mr. Assad assured Tehran 
he has not planned a raid against 
pro-Iranian Shi’ite Muslim stron- 
gholds in, south Beirut. 


Iran said to have blocked deal to free Waite 


BEIRUT (R) — Iran has blocked 
a $5-miIlion deal to free British 
church envoy Terry Waite, kid- 
napped in Beirut seven months 
ago. a senior Lebanese militia 
source said Sunday. 

“It was a business deal between 
elements directly in charge of Mr. 
Waite's captivity and a political 
.faction in west Beirut," the 
source said. 

“It fell through when the pow- 
er behind Mr. Waite’s seizure 
found out and interrupted the 
process." he added. 

The Beirut magazine Ash Shir- 
au said Saturday the release of 


the 47-vear-oid Anglican envoy in 
exchange for S5 million was im- 


minent. 

Mr. Waite, one of 28 foreigners 
believed kidnapped in Lebanon, 
vanished in west' Beirut on Jan. 
20. He was reported to have been 
seized by the Iranian-backed cap- 
tors of hostages he had sought to 
free. 

The militia source said Mr. 
Waite's guards had been pre- 

g ared to accept $5 million for the 
Triton's freedom — but without 
the knowledge of “the third 
party." 

The deal, which fell through 
about two weeks ago, was the 
result of several months' effort by 
a prominent political organisation 
and its leader in west Beirut, the 


source said. He asked that neith- 
er the group nor the leader be 
named. 

Mr- Waite left a note in his 
west Beirut hotel room saying no 
ransom should be paid for him if 
he were seized. 

Libyan leader Muammar 
Qadhafi pledged to help Mr. 
Waite, who had previously fi- 
gured in behind-the-scenes nego- 
tiations to free Britons held oy 
Libya. 

The official Libyan News 
Agency (JANA) said Saturday 
night Col. Qadhafi had received 
an Anglican Church representa- 
tive and promised he would 
“work for peace and do his best 


for the release of Waite." 

The weekly Ash Shiraa, which 
lart year broke the story of secret 
U.S. aims sales to Iran, reported 
that Syria played a key role in the 
reappearance in west Beirut last 
Wednesday of U.S. newsman 
Charles Glass after two months in 
captivity. 


It said Damascus "had opened 
the door wide to the freedom of 
two West German hostages kid- 
napped by Iranian (backed) fac- 
tions in Lebanon." 


' Engineer Alfred Schmidt and 
businessman Rudolf Cordes were 
both seized at gunpoint in west 
Beirut last January. 


NEW YORK (Agencies) — Pres- 
ident Reagan approved U.S. nav- 
al protection for Kuwaiti oil tank- 
ers in the Gulf after his top 
advisers told him it could be done 
without a build-up of naval forces 
there, the New York Times re- 
ported Sunday. 

The Times quoted White 
House. State Department and 
Defence Department officials as 
saying key policymakers consi- 
dered few alternatives to the nav- 
al escort plan and did not see the 
move as particularly significant. 

The senior advisers felt that 
with no increase in the number of 
U.S. vessels in the Gulf, Iran 
would refrain from attacking 
U.S. targets in the region, the 
paper reported. 

When the plan for escorting 
reflagged Kuwaiti tankers was 
approved in March, the United 
States had only four vessels in the 


Gulf, with a five-ship battle group 
nearby, it said. 

By this week, however, the 
United States had decided to 
send 41 combat ships to the Gulf 
region. 

Some officials told the paper 
that opposition in Congress, the 
U.S. naval buildup and news 
coverage had put pressure on 
Iran to retaliate. U.S. officials 
suspect Iran has mined the waters 
in and around the Gulf, where 
several ships have been damaged. 

According to the Times, offi- 
cials made these points on the 
formulation of U.S. Gulf policy: 

— While the refla gg ing plan 
was under discussion within the 
administration for several 
months, the process accelerated 
m February when it was learned 
Kuwait planned to put some of its 
tankers under Soviet naval pro- 
tection. Mr. Reagan approved 


the plan on March 4. 

— Intelligence officials save 
weekly assessments in March that 
discounted the threat of Iranian 
retaliation, and a CIA warning of 
possible Iranian mining was coun- 
tered by other analysts who 
downplayed the risk. 

— The escort plan had the 
backing of senior advisers, in- 
cluding Secretary of State George 
Shultz. Defence Secretary Caspar 
Weinberger, National Security 
Adviser Frank Carlucci and the 
chairman of the Joint Chiefs erf 
Staff. Admiral William Crowe. 

— Mr. Reagan stunned the 
State Department when defended 
U.S. Gulf policy after the deadly 
attack on the Frigate Stark on 
■May 17 by claiming the escorts 
were designed to prevent a fuel 
shortage in the United States. 
That argument was untrue and 
had never been considered, the 


officials told the Times. 

— The first U.S. escort convoy: 
set out on July 22. without antr-: 
mine defences, despite an explicit; 
warning by the intelligence com-; 
rnunity of the danger? of anti-shipi 
mines. The reflagged Bridgeton: 
was holed by a mine on July 24; 
and the unprotected U.S. convoy; 
limped into port behind the leak- 
ing supertanker. - 

The United States made twi 
effort to enlist advance support 
for its Gulf policy from either its 
Euroepean allies or thecon ; 

Opposition Democrats on two; 
congressional military panels; 
gave a lukewarm endorsement' 
Saturday to President Ronald'. 
Reagan's Gulf policy. 

Republicans in the House of; 
Representatives, however, dis- 
sented from the report, saying it' 
was too critical of .the White- 
House. 


Solarz in UAE for talks 


ABU DHABI- (R) — U.S. Con- 
gressman Stephen Solarz, tour- 
ing the Arabian peninsula to 
assess American foreign policy, 
Sunday conferred with United 
Arab Emirates (UAE) officials 
on the Gulf crisis. 

The New York Democrat, a 
member of the House Foreign 
Affairs Committee, met oil 
Minister Man a Said AJ Oteiba and 
Deputy Foreign Minister Sheikh 
Hamdan Ibn Zaid. 

Details of the talks were not 
disclosed and the U.S. embassy 
declined any comment. 

The official Emirates News 
Agency (WAM) said the talks 
dealt with latest Gulf develop- 
ments and bilateral ties. 

Mr. Solarz has already visited 
Saudi Arabia, Iraq, Kuwait and 
Bahrain and will go on to Oman. 

Mr. Solarz said Saturday after 
initial doubts, be now supported 
escorting Kuwaiti tankers with 
American warships to protect 
them from Iranian attack. 

The congressman, a Democrat, 
spoke as his party colleagues in 
Washington declared their luke- 
warm support for the policy. 

“We're likely to be saddled 
with this for a long time Mr. 
Solarz told reporters in Bahrain, 
adding: “This is not a short-term 
commitment." 

He said it was important for 
America’s credibility in the re- 
gion that the policy be carried out 
m full. 

Earlier, Mr. Solarz held talks 
with leaders in Bahrain, where be 
met with' Rear Adm. Harold 
Bernsen, commander of the 
American warships in the Gulf. 

The congressman from Brook- 
lyn, New York, who along with 
his colleagues has expressed some 
opposition to the American buil- 
dup, said following his meetings 
he now supported the policy of 
President Reagan. 

"But I think they handled it 
very badly, they jumped in with- 
out knowing what they were 
doing," Mr. Solarz added. 

He also disclosed Kuwait 
would charter two American su- 
pertankers, the New York and 
the Massachusetts, both 270,000 
tons. 

Mr. Solarz said the British had 
agreed in principle to reflag two 
Kuwaiti tankers. 

As he spoke, a convoy of four 
Kuwaiti tankers was sailing down 


the Gulf, including the 401382- 
ton supertanker Bridgeton that 
was holed by a mine July 24. 

The United States blamed Iran 
for laying that mine and others in 
the following weeks. An Iranian 
official later conceded his country 
had laid mines but only "to de- 
fend our coastlines." 

Mr. Solarz said he felt the 
United States should have struck 
back. 

"By not retaliating for the min- 
ing of the Bridgeton, we invite 
the Iranians to sink a ship before 
we will retaliate," he said, with- 
out elaborating on what kind of 
retaliation. 

Asked about a report in die 
Washington Post that Saudi Ara- 
bia had agreed to grant binding 
rights to carrier-based U.S. war- 
planes in the Gulf, Mr. Solarz 
said: 

-The countries of the region 
have indicated a willingness to 
cooperate in a number of ways 
which our people deem to be very 
helpful.” 

He said he thought the Iraqis 
had recently refrained from 
attacks on Iranian shipping lanes 
to give diplomacy a chance to end 
the war, but warned that Bagh- 
dad should not be expected to 
“wait for ever" before resuming 
the attacks. 


Sandis deny offering facilities 
to U.S. 


Saudi Arabia said Sunday it 
had nor agriied to provide facili- 
ties for U.S. aircraft operating tit 
the Gulf. 

The official Saudi Press Agen- 
cy (SPA) quoted an official 
source as denying a report in 
Saturday's Washington Post. 

The Post quoted unidentified 
U.S. officials and diplomatic 
sources as saying Riyadh quietly 
agreed to allow carrier-based 
fighter planes and minehunting 
helicopters to land for refuelling 
and other support under 
emergency "in case of need" con- 
ditions. 

It quoted one U.S. official as 
saying the Saudi-U.S. coopera- 
tion was more of an arrangement 
than a formal agreement to aid 
U.S. planes protecting U.S.-flag- 
ged Kuwaiti tankers. 

The source quoted by SPA said: 
"Tie kingdom has denied such 
reports more than once." 


U.S. Navy encounters 
difficult conditions in Gulf: 


ABOARD THE USS 
GUADALCANAL IN THE 
GULF (AP) — Right officers 
aboard this assault carrier have 
said that the U.S. Navy's Sea 
Stallion helicopters assigned to 
mine-hunting duty in the Gulf 
have encountered "probably the 
worst conditions ever" for such a 


mission. 

That assessment came as the 
18,000-ton warship staged a brief 
rendezvous in mia-Gulf with the 
Kuwaiti supertanker Bridgeton, 
moving down the waterway in the 
fifth convoy of reflagged Kuwaiti 
vessels sailing underU.S. escort. 

Rear Admiral Harold Bernsen, 
commnder of the navy's 10-ship 
Middle East Task Force operat- 
ing in the Gulf, replied “no com- 
ment” when asked earlier, 
aboard his flagship Lasalle, 
whether a convoy was under way. 

Shipping sources in Kuwait re- 
ported that the 401.783-ton 
Bridgeton, which was damaged 
by a mine on the first unbound 
convoy on July 24, ana three 
other tankers nad disappeared 
from their anchorage off the 
Kuwaiti oil terminal at A1 
Ahmadi. 

Capt. Skip Dirren, 44, the 
commander of the Guadalcanal, 
told journalists flown aboard in a 
Pentagon-organised news pool 
that the rendezvous with the 
Bridgeton had taken place about 
6 p.m. local time-. 

; He said- the tanker was accom J ! 
panied by two escorts. As the 
pool groups Marine Corps CH-46 
Sea Kight helicopter touched 
down on the flight deck of the 
“guad," as the carrier is known to 
its crew, seven of its RH-53D Sea 
stallions were parked on the 
deck, along with two of the ship's 
four AH-1 Sea Cobra helicopter 
gunships. 

The eighth Sea Stallion was in 
the hangar deck below for 
maintenance, officers said. 

The Guadalcanal, pressed into 
mine-hunting duty from its nor- 
mal role as an amphibious assault 
carrier for Marine combat opera- 
tions, cleared the way for a con- 
voy of three Kuwaiti tankers that 
arrived in Kuwait on Friday after 
what Adm. Bernsen said was an 
"uneventful" trip. 

He added that the convoy 


moved through the final 32U-; 
kilometre leg of the voyage as’ 
sandstorms and rough seas dimi- 
nished off the Saudi Arabian’ 
coast. ; 

"By yesterday afternoon the; 
winds had died. The seas became- 
more calm and whatever difficult 
ty there might have been had; 
subsided." he said. ; 

Adm. Bernsen said that except 
for the mine that damaged the. 
Bridgeton, the convoys have had: 
no trouble with the Iranians.; 
There has been no activity at aU- 
in the central Gulf, he added. ! 

"The Iranians don’t like to be! 
up here," he said, referring to the! 
waters north of Qatar. 

The admiral and officers’ 
aboard the Guadalcanal agreed 
that weather conditions over the; 
Gulf, particularly the extreme 
heat and humidity, coupled with* 
the dust from the shroe, posed 
serious operational problems for 
the helicopters. 

“There is a consideration here 
in the Gulf — it's very, very hot 
in the summertime, and the heli- 
copter operations are affected by 
die intense heat, so we have to be 
a bit more careful and the pilots 
have to be a bit more careful," 
Adm. Bernsen said. 


Adm. Bernsen said that in the. 
first week of operations, the Sea; 
Statilions had spotted only one : 
suspected mine, off the coast of r 
.the United Arab JEmirates, but? 
the sighting was never confirmed. : 
.. ..“It might have been a 55-gallon ■■ 
drum, it might have been a Sea 
Turtle, it might have been a. 
mine," he said. 


“It might have been a lot of 
things, but I suspect that it wasn't 
a mine ... On the other hand it 
could have been a mine," Adm. 
Bernsen said. 

He said it was "well off the 
track of the group we were 
escorting, and when they went 
back to take another look, they, 
couldn't find." 

Cmdr. Denis Tsukalas, 48, one 
of those commanding the mines- 
weeping operations, said the heat 
and dust conditions over the Gulf 
had not caused any curtailment of 
the searches, although “these are; 
probably the worst conditions 
they have ever worked under."’

Jordan, Iraq establish 
Arab geographic society 


AMMAN (Petra) — Jordan and 
Iraq announced Sunday the 
establishment of the Arab Geog- 
raphers Federation (AGF), 
under the title “Geographic 
Knowledge in the Service or the 
Arab Nation." 

The announcement was -made 
at the Royal Jordanian Geog- 
raphic Cenrre (RJGC) following 
a meeting during which Sabri AJ 
Huteibi, president of the Iraqi 
Geographers Society, was elected 
as secretary general, and Mr. 
Rafat Majali, RJGC director 
general, was elected as deputy 
secretary of the new federation. 

Dr. Yahya Al Farhan was 
elected acting secretary general, 
with assistants in Qatar. Bahrain, 
Morocco and Sudan. 

Dr. Huteibi said in a statement 


that the Baghdad-based federa- 
tion is the first of its kind in the 
Arab World. The federation will 
strive to support the work of 
various geographers associations 
in the Arab World and also 
geography faculties and research 
centres in Arab universities. 

The new federation will orga- 
nise a seminar in Baghdad in 
April and will issue a special 
gazette to promote Arab geog- 
raphic endeavours and to bolster 
cooperation among Arab geog- 
raphers, Dr. Huteibi added. 

He said also that the federation 
will seek to unify geography cur- 
ricula in various Arab countries 
and will organise programmes 
and seminars on various geog- 
raphical subjects. 


UDD to distribute low-income housing

AMMAN — The Urban Development Department 
(UDD) announced Sunday the completion of one of 
its two housing complexes in Ruseifeh, to be handed 
over to beneficiaries as of Oct. 1. 


Mosaic from 6th century 
uncovered in Umm Qais 


AMMAN (Petra) — A team of 
West German archaeologists dig- 
ging at the site of Umm Qais m 
northern Jordan has unearthed a 
multicoloured mosaic plate inside 
an ancient Byzantine church dat- 
ing back to the middle of the 6th 
century A.D. 

A spokesman for the Depart- 
ment of Antiquities, which 
helped in the diggings, said that 
the mosaic is 1.2 by 2 metres in 
size with the names of three saints 
inscribed inside it, within a 


framework of exquisite work- 
manship. 

The plate has been removed 
and taken to the mosaics labora- 
tory at the Franciscan Fathers 
Institute at Siyagba, also known 
as Mt. Nebo, west of Madaba, for 
the necessary restoration under 
the supervision of Father Michele 
Picririllo. director of the Francis- 
can Archaeological Institute, the 
spokesman said. He said that 
after the restoration, the plate 
will be returned to Umm Qais. 


Iraqi industry minister to 
attend company meeting 


AMMAN (J.T.) — Iraqi Minister 
of Industry Hatem Abdul Rashid 
is due here today on a visit 
expected to last several days. 

The Iraqi minister will take 
part in a general assembly meet- 
ing of the Jordanian-Iraqi Indus- 
tries Company due to open later 
today. The meeting is expected to 
endorse a number of projects to 
be undertaken in Jordan and 
Iraq, according to an announce- 
ment Sunday. 

The joint company last year 
took ownership of the Jordanian 
tomato paste factory and an Iraqi 
plant for pickling vegetables. The 
Baghdad-based company was set 
up three years ago with a capital 
of JD 20 million, shared equally 
by. the Jordanian and- Iraqi gov- 
€*nrnent$- “.--tsti:- . S'.'J 

According to another 
announcement. K am al Janzouri , 
Egyptian minister of planning 
and international cooperation, is 


due in Amman Friday for an 
official visit. Dr. Jartzouri will 
attend the general constituent 
assembly meeting of the Jorda- 
nian-Egyptian Joint Company for 
Investments due to open here 
Saturday. The under secretary of 
the Egyptian Ministry of Plan- 
ning, Medhat Abdul Aziz, ar- 
rived here Sunday for talks with 
Jordanian officials regarding pre- 
parations for this meeting. 

The joint company has a total 
capital of 550 million shared 
equally by both parties. 

The Jordanian-Tunisian Joint 
Economic and Trade Committee 
is due to open a meeting in Tunis 
on Aug. 31, to review means of 
promoting trade. 

• An -announcement here Sun- 
day said that the Jordanian de-’ 
legation to the meeting will be led 
by Minister of Industry and Trade 
Rajai Mua&ber.

Dr. Chapman is one of Amer- 
ica’s organ virtuoso and is the 
head organist of the Philadelphia 
Wanamaker Grand Court Organ, 
the largest musical instrument in 
the world. He began his musical 
studies at the tender age of five, 
and eventually received a docto- 
rate in music. 

Dr. Chapman has attained an 
international reputation, and a 


performing and recording career. 

The Church of the Saviour 
Chorale is one of the best known 
in Philadelphia.

Umm Qais 
to host 
cultural fete 

AMMAN (J.T.) — An interna- 
tional cultural festival will be held 
in April in the historical site of 
Umm Qais in Irbid Governorate in 
an effort to restore and promote 
this archaeological site, Irbid 
Governor Akram Al Naser 
announced here. 

The festival, he said, will com- 
memorate the famous ancient 
Greek poet, Meleagros, who was 
born and brought up in Umm Qais. 

Greek culture minister, Melina 
Merkouri, will be invited to this 
festival. 


The 631 unit project, situated 
on a total area of 192 dunums, 
will cater for the housing needs of 
almost 4.400 low-income citizens, 
according to an announcement by 
UDD Director General Hisham 
Al Zagha. 

The area of these 631 housing 
units range from 150 to 300 
square metres. Beneficiaries will 
have the chance to chose from 
rwo types of units — one-room 
with Facilities, and two- rooms 
with facilities. 

Others can choose land with ail 
infrastructure services provided, 
on which they can build a house. 

The construction of the hous- 
ing complex was finished in June. 
It is one of five projects included 
in the UDD's second working 
plan for 1986-1990. The depart- 
ment. under the first working 
plan for 1982- iyS6. improved 
four sites in Amman and build 
three-housing complexes For low- 
1990. 

To date, the Ruseifeh complex 
has been completed together with 
a project to upgrade the Prince 
Hasson quarter The three re- 
mainder projects include phase 
rwo of the Ruseifeh housing com- 
plex. to be completed by 1990, 
and two other similar schemes. 


one in the area of Marqa. to be 
finalised by the end of 1989. and 
the other in Urn Nouwarah. to be 
done by ]y9() 

Financing of proj'ects 

The JD 35.2 million projects 
included in the UDD's working 
plan for 1986-1990. were financed 
from the following sources: a JD 

8.2 million grant from the govern- 
ment of Jordan, to be spent on 
extending infrastructure, a JD 

11.2 million loan and a JD 1(1 
million loan from the Amman- 
based Housing Bank and the 
World Bank, respectively, as well 
as JD 5.9 million from selling 3U 
per cent of the total dunums of 
land to local investors. 

These five projects together 
Mill offer a total of 4.135 housing 
units for Jordanian families 
whose monthly income does not 
exceed the JD 200 per month. 

The UDD was established in 
1980 to provide housing to low- 
income groups. 

According to a special agree- 
ment made between the UDD 
and the Housing Bank, citizens 
who benefit from the scheme pay 
for the cost of housing through a 
long-term Housing Bank loan 


spread over 18 years. This 
arrangement enables the tenants 
to pay back in instalments after 
an initial 10 per cent down pay- 
ment. The Housing Bank takes 
an annual 8.5 per cent interest 
rate on the loans it grams these 
tenants. 

As part of the department's 
policy not to pressure low-income 
citizens with excessive financial 
burdens, beneficiaries arc nor re- 
quired to pay more than 25 per 
cent of their monthly income for 
their units, said Dr. Al Znghj. 

Applying for other projects 

During a press conference held 
Sunday. Dr. Ai Zagha said his 
department will start issuing ap- 
plications today for all citizens 
who would like to benefit from 
the UDD’s planned housing set- 
tlements in Marqa. Ruseifeh 
(phase two) and Urn Nouwarah. 

Dr. Al Zagha said that in order 
to benefit, candidates should he 
Jordanian citizens with low in- 
comes. residents of the projects' 
areas and have to prove, through 
official documents, that they do 
not own houses or land. 

In response to a question. Dr. 
Zagha said his department has 
completed a feasibility study for 
projects to be included in the 
UDD's 1987-1992 plan for areas 
not provided for in the 1986-1990 
plan. 

The JD 31.2 million scheme 
entails developing three sites 
throughout the Kingdom and 


building two housing complexes 
in Aqaha's area of AfKhazan and 
Amman s quarter of Humlun.

Humlan quarter of Amman and 
two other sites in Zurqa. 

In the future. UDD hopes to 
extend its plans to include other 
areas not included in the 1987- 
1W2 scheme. 

40% of families earn 
below JD 200 

Touching on another issue. Dr. 
Zaghu said that various studies 
which have been completed on 
families in the urban areas of 
Jordan revealed that 40 per cent 
of the total of these families had a 
monthly income of JD 21X1 or 
below. 

Various complaints have been 
staged against 1 the Housing Bank 
by a number of beneficiaries who 
said that an annual interest rate 
of S.5 per cent on the loan ex- 
tended to tenants of the UDD 
projects "was too high." 

"The issue of interest rates is 
one of an economic nature that is 
directly linked to the bank's 
general policy." Dr. Zagha said. 
"There is no chance to lower 
these interest rates." 

The director general also said 
that all houses 'included in the 
UDD projects were expandable 
both horizontally and vertically. 


VTC begins 
new youth 
programmes 

AMMAN (Petra) — The Labour 
Ministry's Vocational Training 
Corporation (VTC) has opened 
the door for youths wishing to 
join its vocational training prog- 
rammes for the 1987-1988 scho- 
lastic year. 

VTC Director General Munth- 
er Al Masri said in a statement to 
the Jordan News Agency, Petra, 
that the door for registration will 
remain open for those students 
who have completed the third 
preparatory class and have passed 
the seconaaiy stage admission 
examination. 

There is also an opportunity for 
girls to receive vocational training 
at the VTC._cen^e,Jn l . 1 Mm'ka. 
Girls who have completed the 
preparatory stage at school can 
apply. Dr. Masri noted. 

He explained that the courses 
are for three years. Two years 
will be spent by the trainees at the 
VTC workshops and at a selected 
number of factories and privately 
owned workshops, while the third 
year will be spent outside the 
VTC workshops. 

According to Dr. Masri. male 
and female' apprentices can get 
training in mechanical, electrical, 
construction, and agricultural 
trades, and also in hotel work, 
typing, child care, dress making, 
and secretarial work. 

Apart from giving three-year 
training courses, the VTC orga- 
nises three to nine-month on-the- 
job training courses for workers 
employed by businesses. The cor- 
poration holds training courses 
for instructors at VTC centres 
and also worker safety courses. 
Dr. Masri noted. 


Ministry’s VTC to train Jordanians 
to replace foreigners in work force 


AMMAN (J.T.) — A meeting 
was held in Amman Sunday to 
discuss ways of substituting 
Jordanian workers for non-Jorda- 
nians in the construction business 
and also as sales people in stores. 

The meeting was addressed by 
the president of the Amman 
Chamber of Commerce and the 
president of the Jordanian Con- 
tractors Association (JCA) both 
of whom expressed readiness to 
cooperate with the Ministry of 
Labour and Social Developent's 
Vocational Training Corporation 
(VTC) providing training to un- 
employed Jordanians, specially 
unskilled school graduates, ana 
prepare them to take the place of 
non-Jordanian workers in the two 
sectors. 

The VTC director. Munthef AI 
Masri, spoke of his department's 
programmes for providing young 
Jordanians with intensive courses 
to prepare them for the required 
jobs. 

The JCA and the Amman 
Chamber of Commerce express- 
ed their readiness to help finance 
part of the training programmes 
and to help provide jobs for the 
graduates, according to a state- 
ment at the end of the meeting. 

It said that the two sides 


pledged to provide the Ministry 
of Labour and Social Develop- 
ment with a list of skills and 
trades required for helping the 
young unemployed find jobs. 

A spokesman for the ministry 
said that early next month prog- 
rammes and other arrangements 
for the intensive courses will be 
announced. 

Last month, the ministry de- 
cided to expand the list of jobs 
which non-Jordanians are prohi- 
bited from holding in this coun- 
try. Non-Jordanians will no lon- 
ger be allowed to work as sales- 
men and saleswomen in stores, 
petrol stations or as car wash 
attendants. 

The ministry's list also includes 
other categories of work forbid- 
den for non-Jordanians, such as 
teaching, secretarial work, 
accountancy and clerical jobs. 

According to the ministry's 
director of “employment offices. 
Mansour Al Utum, 100.000 non- 
Jordanians were working in the 
Kingdom as of March 1987. of 
whom 21.000 were non-Arabs. 
The ministry estimates the num- 
ber of unemployed Jordanians at 
40.000, or eight per cent of the 
Jordanian work force. 

The meeting Sunday was 


chaired by Minister of Labour 
and Social Development Khaled 
A I Haj Hassan and attended by 
Dr. Masri. 

The ministry also said that 
Jordanians seeking employment 
should register with the ministiy's 
employment offices in Amman 
and other parts of the country. 

in another development, a 
meeting of several government 
ministers was held at the Ministry 
of Health Sunday to review laws 
and regulations governing work- 
ers safety and protection mea- 
sures against occupational 
hazards. A ministry spokesman 
said that the meeting, held upon 
the directive of His Majesty King 
Hussein, was devoted to discus- 
sing each ministry's role in the 
application of these rules and 
regulations. 

The participants reviewed leg- 
islation related to labour and 
derided to set up a committee of 
ministry under secretaries to 
work out a report on the subject. 
They also decided to hold 
another meeting in two weeks. 

Taking part in Sunday s meet- 
ing were the ministers of labour 
and social development, industry, 
trade and supply, public works, 
health, and interior.

When the first mines were disc- 
overed in the Gulf, she said, “of 
course, we didn’t know they were 
also off Fujairah. 

“Those mines we suspect — 
can’t prove — but suspect, have 
been laid since the initial mine- 
laying and also since the ceasefire 
resolution.” 

"Now planting mines to inter- 
fere with perfectly peaceful trad- 
ing by shipping in the Gulf is a 
wicked thing to do and the inter- 
national community has express- 
ed its revulsion. It must go on 
doing so about the mining in the 
Gulf,” she said.

WE WELCOME the call by an Arab League committee to 
place the question of "international terrorism" and legitimate 
national resistance struggle before the world and let the 
international community draw a distinct line between the two. 
The call comes at a time when the Arab image in the West is 
becoming increasingly tainted with the Babel of terrorism, 
prompted by the Zionist movement, to mask the legitimacy of 
the Palestinian struggle against Israel's occupation. As His 
Royal Highness Crown Prince Hassan pointed out in a speech 
to the Council of Europe in January this year, terrorism is not 
confined to one nation or a group of nations. It has become 
apparent in the Middle East because of the complex nature of 
long-term injustices and frustrations. 

The Israeli propaganda machine has grabbed the more 
pronounced nature of violence in the Middle East and used it as 
a tool to create an Arab image so closely linked with 
"terrorism" that the world now looks for “Arab" connections 
with every bullet that is fired or grenade that explodes 
anywhere in the world. Prolongation of this state of affairs 
could only be detrimental to the cause of peace in the Middle 
East, since the main thrust of terrorism is aimed at intimidat- 
ing the international community into inaction so that the 
impasse may continue and fester. A middle ground, where 
terrorism for the sake of terrorism and violence as part of a 
national struggle for freedom and independence are dearly 
defined, has to be found and nurtured. 

The Arab League committee's call, made at the conclusion of 
a meeting in Damascus last week. Is as good a starting point as 
any towards achieving this end. The call enshrines a proposal 
to convene an international conference to discuss the issue. The 
idea of developing an internationally agreed upon distinction 
between pure acts of wanton terrorism and resistance attacks 
against occupying powers should, in normal circumstances, 
raise hopes of all concerned for reaching a fair assessment of 
violence in the world today. But the fact that the Western 
world, led by the United States, has its own set of standards to 
make such an assessment can only generate scepticism over the 
possibility of reaching a fair international judgement. 

At the same time, we hope that the Arab World, drawing on 
its dose links and common identity with the rest of the 
developing world, will be able to steer a course away from 
interference and reveal to the world the realities of the so-called 
phenomenon of "Arab terrorism." 

All such efforts should also seek to unveil and highlight the 
extent of state terrorism practised by Israel in response to acts 
of national resistance by the Palestinians. The thrust of the 
endeavours should be to wake up the Western world from its 
slumber to the ugly face of systematic oppression practised by 
the Jewish slate.

prospects of freedom for hostages

BEIRUT — Prospects for ihc 
release of five Western hostages 
in Lebanon dimmed after their 
pro-Iranian kidnappers explicitly 
linked their f3te to 17 Arabs 
jailed in Kuwait, according to 
militia sources. 

"Those hostages are stuck ... 
the Kuwaitis are not going to free 
the prisoners just to "please Iran, 
especially now that Iran is thre- 
atening rhem in the Gulf.” a 
scnior"miliria source said. 

The 17 Arabs were convicted 
of bombing U.S.. French and 
Kuwaiti buildings in the emirate 
in 1983 and Kuwait has refused to 
discuss releasing them. 

But the sources said negotia- 
tions were progressing for the 
freedom «f three other hostages. 
British church envoy Terry Waite 
and West Germans Alfred 
Schmidt and Rudolf Cordes. 

The Islamic Jihad group, which 
has held two U.S. and three 
French hostages for more than 
two years, stressed the Kuwait 
connection in a statement on 
Friday. 

It was accompanied by a 
videotape of two French hos- 
tages. Journalist Jean-Paul Kauff- 
man;] read a prepared statement 
saying: “France and Kuwait are 
friendly countries. Why haven't 
there been attempts at overtures? 
... if our government remains 
immobile, you may not see me 
again." 

Islamic Jihad threatened to 
“mistreat" its hostages if Kuwait 
did not supply filmed interviews 
with the Arab prisoners within 15 
davs to prove their well-being. 


Diplomats in Kuwait said the 
emirate was unlikely to supply 
the film or show any sign of 
flexibility. 

A link between the hostages 
and the prisoners in Kuwait was 
also brought out by Iran's par- 
liamentary speaker. Ali Akbar 
Ha’.hemi Rafsanjani. on Thurs- 
day when he suggested swapping 
hostages for Shi'ite prisoners held 
in Israel and Kuwait. 

Washington flatly rejected the 
proposal, apparently prompting 
the Islamic Jihad statement. 

"The big satan America and its 
tool France both insist on not 
solving this issue, despite their 
knowledge it will not be solved 
unless the prisoners are re- 
leased." the group said. 

Islamic Jihad broke a five- 
month silence about its hostages 
in late July after Paris broke 
diplomatic relations with Tehran 
and Iran- Western tensions rose in 
the Gulf. 

It has since issued three state- 
ments. Political sources said the 
aim was to put pressure on 
Kuwait, to try to stop France 
sending arms to Iraq and to re- 
mind Washington and Paris of the 
potential risk " of their hostages if 
Iran was attacked. 

Islamic Jihad holds Kauff- 
munn. French diplomats Marcel 
Carton and Marcel Fontaine. 
American journalist Terry 
Anderson and U.S. academic 
Thomas Sutherland. 

Militia sources say Islamic 
Jihad is a name used by Shi'ite 
clans linked to the Iran-backed 
Hizbullah (Party of God) and is 
close to groups holding other 
hostages among the 28 foreigners 
missing and believed kidnapped 



in Lebanon. 

The weekly AJ Shiraa maga- 
zine said Terry Waite might be 
freed for a $5 million ransom. 
Waite disappeared in Muslim 
west Beirut on Jan. 20 and is 
believed to be held by pro-Ira- 
nian extremists.

WASHINGTON — The thought 
of Gary Hart resurrecting his 
presidential campaign has gener- 
ated an uproar within the Demo- 
cratic Party, with anger and suspi- 
cion rife among those gearing up 
for the 1988 presidential election. 

Hun. formerly front-runner for 
the Democratic presidential 
nomination, dropped out of the 
race on May 8 after allegations of 
a sexual tryst with blonde Miami 
model Donna Rice. 

The latest uproar stems from 
the comments of Bill Di.von. 
Hart's former campaign mana- 


ger, who said it was “possible and 
perhaps even probable that Sena- 


tor Hari will re-enter the pres- 
idential race” within two months 
with a limited campaign. 

Hart, who was vacationing in 
Ireland, initially denied com- 
eback pirns but later told repor- 
ters he had no comment. 

Others were not so reticent. 


Gearldine Fenaro, the Demo- 
cratic vice-presidential candidate 
in 1984. publicly warned Hart he 
could only succeed if “the Amer- 
ican voters have a short 
memory.” 

“It isn't that short,” she said on 
U.S. television. "If he were to get 
back into this race 1 would ques- 
tion his sanity." 

Ohio Senator John Glenn, who 
battled Hart and other Demo- 
crats in 1984 for the presidential 
nomination, said: “I don't think 
any candidate can be on again. 
ofF again, particularly having 
gone through some of the trauma 
Gary's been through." 

Congresswoman Patricia 
Schroeder, a former Hart suppor- 
ter from his home state of Colora- 
do who is considering her own 
presidential candidacy, snapped 
that if Hart does return, “he's on 
his own." 

Democratic Party insiders de- 
clined to discuss the situation in 
public, but in private they were 
seething. 


“We’ve just gotten to the point 
of passing the seven dwarfs 
lookalike image.” said one party 
professional, referring to the re- 
latively low recognition level of 
the Democratic candidates now 
the field.

"A return by him now would 
overshadow the others with an 
obviously failed campaign. He's 
not going anywhere." 

Grumbled another: “It just 
can’t do us any good. I would 
guess that Donna Rice would be 
elated by a return. It would help 
her publicity tour, but it sure 
won’t help us any.” 

Jody Powell, a strategist in 
Jimmy Carter’s bid for the White 
House, echoed suspicions ex- 
pressed by several political 
analysts — that Hart might be 
seeking SI million to pay off 
debts incurred by his campaign 
before it folded.' 

His withdrawal disqualified 
him from federal funding under 
which candidates are given a dol- 
lar by the government for every 
dollar raised privately. 

Hart had raised SI million by 
the time he quit and had since 
pleaded, unsuccessfully, with the 
Federal Election Commission to 
match that amount. If he re- 
entered the race he would be 
immediately eligible for matching 
funds. 

“One of the first things that 
immediately came to mv mind 
was that he might come back 
because the FEC ruled he was 
ineligible for matching funds,' 
Powell said. 

It had been suggested thai Hart 
might return to" the fray with a 
skeleton campaign crew of a 
handful of people"and wait to see 
how much support rallies around. 

That in itself would raise major 
questions about his ultimate in- 
tentions. 

In the 1988 presidential race, 
with crucial early tests among 
voters in staLes thousands of 
kilometres apart, a serious bid 
requires a large staff and millions 
of dollars in funding. 

For Hart, that poses major 
obstacles. Most members of his 
once huge and highly skilled staff 
scattered among the other pres- 
idential contenders when Hart 
dropped out. 

Contributors are reluctant to 
waste donations on useless cam- 
paigns. making it difficult to lure 
money for a limited effort.

HONG KONG — An influx of 
Vietnamese refugees from tem- 
porary homes across the Chinese 
border is straining Hong Kong’s 
resources and ties with its power- 
ful neighbour. 

More than 6.000 Vietnamese 
have surged into Hong Kong in 
ihe past seven weeks and a senior 
government team began talks in 
the southern Chinese city Canton 
last week on what to do with 
them. 

Hong Kong does not consider 
them refugees, saying they have 
already been settled in China and 
that they would all be sent back. 
The British colony is also tempor- 
ary home to some S.8U0 Viet- 
namese “boat people" it consid- 
ers to be refugees. 

“We are still not in the position 
to count the cost but it must be in 
the millions of (Hong Kong) dol- 
lars.” said acting Secretary for 
Security Robert Upton. 

Hong Kong has been forced to 
rent ferry boats and open four 
new detention centres to hold the 
Vietnamese until they can be sent 
back to China. 

It has set aside some 24 million 
dollars ($3 million) for the cost of 
setting up new detention centres. 

Some 280,001) Vietnamese, 
mainly ethnic Chinese, fled to 
China in the late 1970s. Most 
were settled on state farms in the 


southern provinces Guangdong, 
Gaungxi and Fujian. 

Hong Kong government offi- 
cials said rumours of quick reset- 
tlement in Western countries led 
to the sudden exodus. 

They said there was no evi- 
dence" of Chinese government 
complicity but some Vietnamese 
arriving here said local author- 
ities knew they are leaving but 
did not try to 'stop them. 

A Hong Kong newspaper 
quoted Xu Jiatun, China's most 
senior representative in the col- 
ony and chief of the local branch 
of the New China News Agency, 
as saying that Peking had ordered 
local authorities to stop the re- 
fugees coming. 

Simon Sir, a senior Hon* 
official for refugees, said 
main issue in the Canton talks 
was whether China would 
cooperate with the colony on 
immediate repatriation. 

Refugees must be identified 
and that process can take up to a 
year. Hong Kong legislators have 
called on the government to ask 
Peking to place refugees in deten- 
tion centres in China until they 
are identified — rather than have 
them wait here.

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Computerised music — a linkage of 
| an oldest art and today’s technology

Attempts to teed music data 
into computers started some 25 
■s Jtv ago onthe west and east ous- 
hef the l'5A. Early synthesisers 
. made by Robert Moog- based on 
dialog electronic circuitry, arc 
. museum pieces when compared 


with today's modem digital ones. 
One of the most successful per- 
formances on the Moog synth- 
esiser was Wendy 'Carlos’ 
“Switched-on Bach” in 1968. 
However, as interesting as it 
might have been, the old synth- 
esiser has a major weakness: with 
its limited analog electronics, it 
could only imitate, to a certain 
extent (sometimes awfully), natu- 
ral sounds, it did not have the 
possibility to memorise the natu- 
ral. the real sound. In this respect 
the Moog machine has little to do 
with today’s computerised sys- 
• terns. 

Recently, with the availability 
of extremely fast electronic chips, 
some of them can store up to one 
million characters a piece, com- 
puters and digital synthesisers 
have been able to "sample” and 
memorise natural sounds. Sam- 
pling consists of recording the 
natural sound, of an acoustic 
pi.mo for instance, in the memory 
of a digital device such as a 
computer, a sampler or a synth- 
esiser. Subsequently the device 
allows the performer to repro- 
duce piano sound without the 
need for the real piano anymore. 
Perfecting the sampling techni- 
que has " led to the now well 
known compact or laser disc. 

Although digital recording still 
requires a storage capacity well 
beyond the capacity of 3 simple 
personal computer.’ it will prob- 
ably be at the reach of home 
recordists at the turn of the next 
decade. The very possibility to 
store music in a computer mem- 
ury opens a whole new world of 
creativity for the musicians. Edit- 
ing. becomes much simpler with 


digital devices. What used to take 
expensive and sophisticated stu- 
dio recorders (and expensive 
sound engineers...) can now be 
done better, faster on computers. 
A major benefit with digital de- 
vices is the non-degradation of 
the sound through the editing and 
manipulation processes. For ex- 
ample, that if a regular cassettee 
tape is duplicated" three or four 
rimes, the fourth copy will have 
much more distortion and noise 
than the first one. With digital 
recording even the millionth copy 
would keep the characteristics of 
the first one. Mixing, dubbing, 
multi-tracking and other record- 
ing techniques can be achieved 
with near perfection. Some music 
editing tasks that were impossible 
on traditional analog devices can 
now be performed on computers. 

Digital synthesisers based on 
computer structure have been on 
the market for five years now. 
Their price range makes them 
available even to" the non profes- 
sional musician. Some of them 
have built-in recording facility. 
They can also he interfaced with 
actual computers for more fea- 
tures. They can even be inter- 
faced with each other. The indus- 
try has set a standard for these 
communications needs between 
digital instruments and compu- 
ters. the music instrument digital 
interface (MIDI). The possibili- 
ties of MIDI are hard to believe. 

The obvious question which com- 
es to one’s mind is: do you have 
to be both a musician and a 
computer expert to use these 
instruments? To a certain extent 
yes. if one wants to make full use 
of the offered possibilities. 


Otherwise, the manufacturers 
(most of them Japanese) ensure 
that some settings are factory 
pre-set to make the musician’s 
life easier. 

Some musicians, turned prog- 
rammers. Roger Powell (Utopia. 
David Bowie) write special soft- 
ware that allows owners of a 
digital MIDI instrument to make 
high quality recording and edit- 
ing. Powell's Texture software 
co'nverts an IBM-Compatible 
computer to a 24-track sequencer 
(digital recorder). The Apple 
Macintosh computer has an im- 
pressive sampling capability. In 
an article which appeared in Byte 
magazine (June 1986), Charles 
Doge and Curtis Bahn explain 
how mathematical formulas can 
produce musical fractals. Some 
colleges in the USA already have 
a course in music and computers. 
In Jordan, the Mirage band, 
Oasem Sabounshi and many other 
young musicians are starting to 
experiment with these digitaf de- 
vices. using mainly Yamaha and 
Roland instruments. 

With powerful yet inexpensive 
tools, drawbacks are unavoidable. 
Poor quality computerised 
keyboards are available for less 
than JD 80. Although considered 
as toys, they can do much harm to 
the ears of young promising musi- 
cians who and them easy to make 
noise with. Another aspect of the 
problem is the number of musi- 
cians who think that anyone own- 
ing a digital musical device can 
make good music. As extraordin- 
ary as "they can be, they are only 
instruments or tools, and in the 
end. it takes a musician, a real 
human being, to make music. 



Making up for 
lost time in 


Arabian

THE first exhibition of Southern 
Arabian culture, from pre-histor- 
ical times to the present, has been 
opened at the State Ethnological 
Museum in Munich. 

The exhibition includes some 
of the most important artworks 
from the Yemen and excellent 
examples of Yemeni art that have 
had to be collected from all over 
the world. 

Until recently the Yemen has 
been a very inaccessible country. 
The artefacts of its civilisation 
have not found their way into 
European and American 
museums as have artworks from 
Iran or the early history of the 
empires that developed in pre- 
sent-day Turkey. 

Even today it is an adventurous 
.undertaking to get to know about 
the country ana its political set- 
up. The north of the region, 
where the most important histor- 
ical buildings are to be found, has 
been closed to European influ- 
ence most of this century so that 
this area is one of the poorest and 
least developed regions of the 
world. 

In J962 there was revolution 
and civil war that lasted seven 
years. 

The result was that the region 
was divided into two independent 
states, the smaller, but much 
more populous Yemen Arab Re- 
public in the north, with its capit- 
al in Saana. and the Yemen Peo- 
ple's Democratic Republic de- 
pendent on the Soviet Union, in 
the south, with Aden as its capit- 
al. The British occupied Aden 
in 1839. 

Museum officials in Munich 
have had to make contact with the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art. 
New York, the British Museum, 
London, the Louvre in Paris, the 
Art-history Museum in Vienna, 
the National Museum in Saana 
and the Museum of Islamic Art in 
Berlin to be able to gather 
together representative exhibits 
for their Yemen art exhibition. 

From an academic point of 
view there was a lot of catching- 
up to be done to gather informa- 
tion about Southern Arabian art 
and history. 

Only over the past 20 years has 
the location and the real appear- 
ance of the ancient Southern Ara- 
bian inscriptions been known on 
which the chronology of the re- 
gion’s pre-history is based. 

The dam at Marib. the most 
important technical construction 
in the whole of the Ancient 
World, has only been investi- 
gated over the past six years by 
German experts with support 
from the Volkswagen Founda- 
tion. 

Based on this research the ex- 
hibition’s punchy second title 
appears in an unfavourable light, 
’’j.000 years of Art and Culture 
in Fortunate Arabia.” It implies 
that the Yemen, as a cradle of 
civilisation, is comparable to 
other ancient oriental cultures, a 
civilisation in which the 
monumental culture of the peo- 
ples originated in the 10th cen- 
tury B.C. 

Orientalists, many of them 
Biblical fundamentalists and not 
just the Americans, refer to the 
legendary visit, mentioned in the 
Old Testament, of the Oueen of 
Sheba to Ring Solomon, who 
mounted the throne in 965 B.C. 
She is generally believed to have 
come from the Yemen and not 
from Ethiopia. 

When did the Marib Dam ori- 
ginate? Or the larger-than-life 


art 

sculptures in stone and metal, the 
huge religious buildings with por- 
ticos made of heavy monolithic 
illars. plain buildings dominated 
y cubic geometrical designs in 
sharp contrast to the sense of 
space of later Islamic art. 

French orientalist Jacqueline 
Pirenne has for decades cast 
doubt on the early dating of the 
Sabaean period that has been 
used for many years by German 
experts. 

She refers to inscriptions, 
coins, the comments of ancient 
writers, economic history and 
observations of similarities in 
artistic and architectural history, 
and comes to the conclusion that 
the surviving Sabaean buildings 
and works of art are not earlier 
than the 5th century B.C. as has 
been believed until now. but ori- 
ginate from a period at the ear- 
liest contemporary with the gol- 
den age of classical Greece, 
which In fact had some artistic 
influence. 

Using natural science methods 
of investigation on the Marib 
Dam it nas been possible to 
establish more exact dating of the 
construction. 

Based on investigations as yet 
unpublished, it is possible to say 
that the dam spanning the river 
valley, measuring 680 metres in 
length and 18 metres high, was 
not" built to collect monsoon 
rainwater that fell twice a year for 
the intervening periods of 
drought, but to hold water back 
for snort periods and to raise the 
level so that it could be channel- 
led through the fields by a com- 
plicated distribution system. This 
unique, short-term flooding was 
sufficient to produce a harvest. 

The system irrigated an area of 
9.600 hectares. It is obvious that 
many centuries of mature, tech- 
nological experience was used, 
rhat bears comparison with the 
technology of this century. The 
sediment carried by the water 
meant that the dam had to be 
continually heightened. This 
meant that archaeological layers 
remained undisturbed. These, 
together with pollen analysis and 
investigations of heavy’ metals 
carried in the waters and other 
daring methods, have made it 
possible to draw up a chronology, 
because the date’ of the destruc- 
tion of the dam is known. 575 

A. D. 

Investigations have shown that 
the dam was used without inter- 
ruption for a period of 1,100 
years, so that it must have been 
built at the end of the 6th century 

B. C. 

This has vindicated Jacqueline 
Pirenne’s view totally. The com- 
pilers of the accompanying guide, 
who got to know about these 
reassessments in plenty of time, 
accepted this new dating and 
have used it although they have in 
some instances flunked the issue 
of precise dating. 

Nonetheless, visitors will nor 
bother themselves to much with 
chronology when they see the 
bronze statutes, alabaster busts 
and the Aleppo stones, certainly 
in memory or the dead, all over 
2.000 years old. on show in the 
exhibition. 

The really interested visitor 
will be concerned with other 
things. Primarily with the recon- 
structed bazaar of the present, 
covering a thousand metres, a 
perfect reconstruction of the Suq 
of At-Tawila. made possible by 
the synthetic material styropof. 
This is much more authentic than 
anything that has been done pre-

viously. 

If has been possible to give a 
total architectural impression. 
The visitor has the feeling of 
really wandering through alley- 
ways and if one is not careful one 
stumbles on the clay soil and the 
liner, deliberately left there.

Further on in the shopping 
street there are jewellery shops, 
displays' of cooking utensils (tea- 
pots of Camel brand) and a lea- 
house with folding, metal stools 
with a picture of footballer Mara- 
dona on the wall. 

Light has also been thrown on 
other aspects of life, and some 


understanding of the million it all 
cost. 

There is a huge nomad tent in 
which a bedouin water-bag 
appears besides an occidental 
stable lamp. There are also to be 
seen tribal dress, handicrafts, 
.items dealing with health matters 
and a documentary report on the 
most important stages of historic- 
al research. 

Certainly the masierworks of 
Islamic books are a considerable 
attraction. They are not under 
any kind of illumination, so as not 
to damage them, thus good 
eyesight is called for to appreciate 
them. 

There are examples of work 
from the Rasulid dynasty (122S- 
1454) that blaze with light just as 
much j> the many modern ear- 
rings. armbands, necklaces and 
bangles.

Ex-French racer reported killed in boat race 


POOLE. England (AP) — For- 
mer French Formula One racing 
driver Didier Pironi was killed 
Sunday during an international 
powerboat race off the Isle of 
Wight, the British Broadcasting 
Corporation (BBC) reported. 

In a radio report, the BBC said 
Pironi won among three French- 
men who died when their boat, 
the Colibri, overturned in the 
third leg of the 2sti kilometre- 
race. 

Police and race organisers con- 


firmed that three French com- 
petitors had been killed but said 
they could not immediately iden- 
tify the victims. 

The organisers, the Royal 
Motor Yacht Club in Poole, said 
the Colibri was one of 60 boats 
that had entered the offshore 
event, the Needles Trophy Race, 
front a variety of countries includ- 
ing Britain. France. Italy. Mona- 
co and Sweden. 

"Pironi was listed as one of the 
crew members of that boat but we 


can't say for certain that he was 
among those who died." said 
Sally Street, 'spokeswoman for 
the club. 

"Certainly, this is the first time 
we have ever had any fatalities in 
21 years of this race." 

She said race officials did not 
stop the race after the Colibri 
capsized.

was rushed to hospital but was dead on arrival. The cause of death 
was unknown and an autopsy was planned, the radio quoted club 
officials as saying. 

Cricketer killed by lightning in London 

LONDON (AP) — Lightning killed a cricketer and injured nine 
other players during an amateur match in West London on 
Saturday, the ambulance service said. Foster Archer, president of 
the club at Isleworth. said: "There was a blinding flash and a 
roaring blast of thunder and all the players fell to the ground. It 
was a horrible sight." Richard Chant, a player who was in the 
pavilion waiting his turn to bat. said: “1 saw the bolt strike one 
player directly m the eye and he fell to tc ground." The dead man 
was not immediately identified. He was playing for graduates of 
the London School of Economics against former scholars of 
Isleworth Grammar School. Storms "with heavy rains caused 
severe flooding in parts of England and Wales during the day, 
after a spell of hot. humid weather.

S.C. (R) — Mar- 
lon Starling stopped Mark Bre- 
land in the" 11th round Saturday 
to take away his fellow Amer- 
ican's World Boxing Association 
(WBA) welterweight crown and 
earn a possible unification bout 
with B main's Lloyd Honeyghan. 

In the 1 1th, Starling, behind on 
all three judges' cards, backed 
Breland into his own corner and 
buckled his knees with a looping 
right hand. The challenger then 
stepped up his attack^ finally 
landing a haymaker left to Bre- 
land's head that sent the cham- 
pion to the mat. 

Breland rose to his knees, then 
staggered into the ropes but re- 
feree Tony Perez stopped the 
fight at 1:38 of the 1 1th of a 
scheduled 15 rounds. 

*i am the best welterweight in 
the whole wide world.” proc- 
laimed Starling; who is one week 
away from his 29th birthday. "I 


have been in this cruel game of 
boxing for 20 veais and now I am 
at the top." 

The victory raised Starling’s 
record to 42-4. It was the first 
defeat in 19 professional bouts for 
Breland, a 1984 Olympic gold 
medallist. Breland. 24. won his 
title last February from South 
African Harold Volbrechl. 

"He hit me with a right hand 
and 1 went in to grab." said 
Breland. “And he hit me again.

Breland, who said afterwards he 
had entered the bout with a 
bruised rib. had the fight confort- 
ably in hand through the first 
seven rounds, keeping Starling at 
bay with his superior reach and a 
strong left jab despite moves bv 
the challenger that sometimes 
looked more like wrestling than 
bolting.

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USSR taps Arctic oil 


MOSCOW (R) — The Soviet 
Union say* it has notched up a 
new “first” in the Arctic, pumping 
crude oil from the Barents Sea. 

The Russians seem to have 
beaten the Norwegians to start 
tapping what may be among 
the earth's last big undiscovered 
oil basins. 

But the volume being pumped 
is tiny and Western experts said 
that the achievement, announced 
last week, was unlikely to make 
an impact on the world oil 
market. 

Soviet news media said a first 
shipment, of just one tonne or 
fewer than 10 barrels, left the 
Peschano-Ozersk field, off Kol- 
guyev island in the Barents Sea, 
m mid-August. 

The Communist Party news- 
paper Pravda said 10 Arctic wells 
were producing oil as of Aug. 13 
and five more were due to start 
operating this week out of 35 
drilled at the site. 

It said output from rhe field 
would reach around 10,000 bar- 
rels daily by 1990 — but that is 
not much when set against total 
daily output exceeding 12 million 
by the Soviet Union, the world’s 
biggest oil producer. 

Perhaps it may be important 
in the long run. but I can’t im- 
agine Arctic oil is really commer- 
cially feasible for the Soviets in 
the short run," a Western expert 
said. 

He said Moscow saw consider- 
able potential in the Arctic, but 
the small output now projected 
and the expense of exploiting and 
shipping oil from the polar region 
would make it impractical to con- 
centrate efforts at the site. 

Western experts said the find 
was important, however, in the 


context of efforts by both the 
Soviet Union and Norway to 
strike oil in the Barents Sea. They 
said the Soviet wells were the first 
known to be producing in the 
Arctic region. 

Norway has rigs in its sector of 
the Barents, but there is a 15- 
year-old dispute with the Soviet 
Union over rights to a big stretch 
of the icy, stormswept sea. 

Norwegian sources in Oslo say 
big oil discoveries could cause 
diplomatic problems — they say 
the Soviet Union is unlikely to 
welcome foreign rigs operating 
too close to exir lanes through the 
Barents Sea used by its sub- 
marines. 

But Western oil companies 
show keen interest. 

“We have found (geological) 
structures that are respectable 
even by Middle East standards," 
said Mr. David James, bead of 
Shell's Norwegian exploration, 
earlier this year. 

So far, a little gas and traces of 
oil have been found in Norway's 
sector. 

Soviet oil production is re- 
covering from a slump which be- 
gan in November 1983. Accord- 
ing to Western specialists, output 
has now reached 12.3 million 
barrels daily compared to an 
average of 12 million barrels a 
day in 1986. 

Moscow, which is concerned to 
develop its main export earner, 
has reported a number of small 
deposit finds this year. 

It has also pioneered a techni- 

3 ue for extracting oil from within 
eep rock deposits using under- 
ground nuclear blasts. Soviet offi- 
cials said last week that three 
such explosions had been con- 


xplc 

ducted this year, with promising 
results. 


U.S. firms improve profits 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
After-tax corporate profits 
climbed 4.2 per cent in the April- 
June quarter as American com- 
panies reaped benefits from the 
weaker dollar, the government 
has reported. 

The Commerce Department 
said the 4.2 per cent rise in profits 
represented a rebound from a 
sharp 3.7 per cent fall in after-tax 
profits in the first three months of 
the year. That decline was 
blamed in part on the initial 
impact of the new tax law, which 
imposed higher taxes on 
businesses. 

Mr. Donald Straszheim, chief 
economist for the New York 
brokerage firm Merrill Lyndi* 
said the improvement in profits 
was in large part due to the 
substantial decline in the value of 
the dollar. This has boosted over- 
seas sales by American manufac-. 
hirers and also allowed U.S. com- 
panies to increase prices domesti- 
cally because imports now cost 
more. 

“The fall in the value of the 
dollar is helping to increase the 
volume of exports and reduce the 
volume of imports.” Mr. Stras- 
zheim said. 

Commerce Undersecretary 
Robert Ortner characterised the 
4.2 per cent rise in after-tax pro- 
fits as a moderate increase which 
reflects “the moderate growth in 
the economy." 

The increase was the fastest 
advance in profits since a 6.5 per 
cent rise in the July-September 


quarter last year. The increase 
left after-tax profits at an annual 
rate of $134.4 billion. 

Meanwhile, growth in the U.S. 
economy slowed from April to 
June because of the stubborn 
trade deficit but the outlook on 
inflation and interest rates im- 
proved. 

According to Commerce De- 
partment figures, the gross 
national proouct (GNP) slowed 
to an annual rate of 2.3 per cent 
in the second quarter after a 
robust 4.4 per cent expansion 
between January and March. 

The figure was lower than the 
previously estimated 2.6 per cent 
because the June trade deficit was' 
* worse than expected. 

In other economic news, con- 
sumer prices slowed their rise in 
July, increasing 0.2 per cent after 
a 0.4 per cent gain in June. 

The Labour Department said 
food prices fell while energy costs 
increased a modest 0.1 per cent. 

“The consumer price index was 
very heartening to see," said Mr. 
Michael Penzer, a senior eco- 
nomist for Bank of America. 

He said suroluses for oil and 
other commodities were helping 
to contain price rises, although 
inflation will be higher this year 
than in 1986 — probably between 
four and five per cent. 

Analysts say that with inflation 
not a threat, the pressure is off 
the Federal Reserve Board to 
tighten credit and push interest 
rates higher, a move that could 
choke off growth. 


Experts stress OPEC discipline 


LONDON (R) — OPEC looks as if it will have to act 
fairly soon to stop members pumping oil in excess of 
their allowed quotas, or it may risk a new glut and a 
ruinous slide in the price of the barrel, say market 
experts. 

barometre. The spot price of 
Brent has eased $2 since early 
August to just below $18.50 a 
barrel. 

In another ominous sign for 
OPEC, Egypt, which is not an 
OPEC member, cut prices by 
$1.25 last Thursday. This brought 
its Suez Blend, similar in grade to 
Saudi oil, down to $17.50 a 
barrel. 

And Venezuela shaved pre- 
miums on its oil prices by up to 75 
cents a barrel, New York oil 
industry sources said. U.S. crude 
prices are down more than $3. 

Renewed OPEC overproduc- 
tion is blamed. Demand has been 
good this summer, with com- 
panies worried about the Gulf 
crisis building up stocks. But pre- 
sently weakening prices suggest 
that there is now an excess of 
supply. 

western industry sources say 
OPEC seems to be exceeding its 
self-imposed output ceiling of 
16.6 million barrels daily by 2.5 
million or more.

But consumers had better 
pause before they whoop. 

Those same experts also think 
that OPEC — the Organisation 
of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries — will, in fact, reassert 
discipline. The coming weeks 
seem crucial. 

“We do not think that OPEC 
has lost the battle yet. Memories 
of last summer are still fresh in 
OPEC’s mind," said Mr. Peter 
Nicol, oil analyst at London 
brokerage Smith New Court. 

He and others believe that 
events last summer, when an ear- 
lier bout of overproduction took 
prices down from $30 to below $9 
a barrel, taught the group a 
lesson. 

This year, mandating new out- 
put quotas, OPEC tightened the 
market enough to get prices to 
aroqnd a targeted $18. 

Lately, they have -edged 
slightly higher because of tension 
in the Gulf. But as tension has 
abated, prices have slipped. 

North Sea oil from Britain's 
Brent field is a favoured price 


rian oil minister and OPEC's 
president, last week called these 
estimates wildly exaggerated, but 
some OPEC sources said output 
might indeed be up at 19 million. 

They said some producers 
wanted a meeting of the group's 
“compliance committee" to res- 
tore discipline. 

Mr. Lukman said the Saudis 
had telexed him expressing con- 
cern about the reported overpro- 
duction, while Oil Minister Fer- 
nando Santos Alvite of Ecuador 
says an extraordinary OPEC 
meeting may be needed. 

Industry analysts reckon 
Kuwait, Iran, Iraq and the Un- 
ited Arab Emirates are exceeding 
mandated quotas — although 
much of the Kuwaiti oil is being 
stored rather than sold in the 
market. 

OPEC sources also report wor- 
ries that political tension between 
Saudi Arabia and Iran might 
complicate efforts to get the 
group to agree. 

But such analysts as Smith New 
Court’s Nicol thought that fears 
of return of last summer's price 
crash would keep all 13 fractious 
members in line. 

In New York. Mr. Sanford 
Margoshes at Shearson Lehman 
Brothers took a similar view and 
thought that group members led 


by Saudi Arabia would throttle 
back if the market turns much 
softer. 

“OPEC and Saudi Arabia want 
to maintain the fixed OPEC aver- 
age price at $18." he said. 

"The Gulf crisis remains an un- 
settling factor. 

Even if the Gulf were shut, the 
five to six million barrels daily 
that would be lost could be made 
up — as other producers turned 
up the laps and refiners drew on 
substantial stocks. 

If tension rises again, oil com- 
panies may want to build up those 
stocks. Much of the increased 
OPEC outpul of recent weeks 
has. in fact, entered stocks — the 
American Petroleum Institute 
says U.S. inventories rose by one 
million barrels in the week to 
Aug. 14. 

A panic stockbuild would, of 
course, drive prices higher again. 
But if tensions abate! oil might 
flow out of slocks and onto the 
market and prices would weaken. 

All in ail. said several analysts. 
OPEC's SIS price looks reason- 
ably secure, provided the group 
reasserts quota discipline.' but, 
unless the Gulf flares up. there 
seems less prospect that “hawks” 
like Iran will be able to force the 
benchmark higher at the OPEC 
December ministerial meeting. 


Turkey begins privatisation drive today 

The demand pushed the average 
index of the Istanbul exchange to 
a close on Friday of 1.332 points, 
up from 100 at its opening 20 
months ago. 


ANKARA, Turkey (AP) — Pre- 
mier Turgut Ozaf on Saturday 
announced that the government 


will soon start selling off state 
economic enterprises to the 
public. 

As a first step, state-owned 
companies will divest their minor- 
ity shares in six largely private 
companies through sales that 
start at the Istanbul Stock Ex- 
change Monday, the premier 
said. 

Mr. Ozal said the state expects 
earnings of 300 billion Turkish 
lire ($338 million) from the sale 
of these shares. 

The sale of wholly state-owned 
companies will begin sometime 
this fall, he announced. He said 
five cement factories of Citosan. 
the state cement industry com- 
pany, will lead the list. 


This will be followed by share 
offerings of state-owned and 
operated hotel chains, the major 
textile concern Sumerbank and 
the petrochemicals concern Pet- 
kim, Mr. Ozal told reporters at a 
news conference. 

The premier did not give an 
exact timetable for the sales or 
the amount of money involved in 
the entire campaign. 

“Nowhere else in the world is 
there a democratic and industrial- 
ised country where state enter- 
prises have occupied nearly half 
of the economy as is the case in 
Turkey,” Mr. Ozal said. 

He noted that Sumerbank has a 
share of 14 per cent in Turkey's 
textile manufacture and that Pet- 
kim produced 95 per cent of 
Turkey's petrochemicals. 

Privatisation has been a major 


goal for Mr. Ozal since he came 
to power with the 1983 general 
election victory of his Motherland 
Party. 

Since then, the government has 
sold to the public revenue-sharing 
certificates in profitable projects 
such as the toll bridge over the 
Bosporus and hydroelectric 
dams. These shares have been 
paying 40 per cent to 75 per cent 
return. 

Mr. Ozal's announcement 
comes during a bullish period for 
the securities market. The price 


pne 

of most private company snares 
exchanged on the Istanbul Stock 
Exchange have appreciated by 
300 per cent since the market 
opened Jan. 1. 1986. 

Securities are in short supply 
because most major private com- 
panies are unwilling to go public. 


Mr. Ozal said shares in state 
enterprises will first be offered to 
the employees of the company, 
then to people who live near the 
business and finally to Turkey's 
workers abroad, mainly one mil- 
lion Turks living and working in 
West Germany. Whatever is left 
will go to the rest of the public. 

He said foreign concerns will 
be allowed to buy shares or even 
an entire factor)' if they can make 
the case that they have superior 
technology and management. 

“We may even lease some con- 
cerns instead of selling them." he 
said. 


China announces crackdown on corruption 

PEKING (R) — The head of a 
newly-created*'watcfrdog” minis- 
try in the Chinese government 
has called for a clean-out of cor- 
rupt officials in charge of foreign 
business deals, Chinese newspap- 
ers said Saturday. 

The most important targets of a 
new disciplinary crackdown will 
be staff who sell economic in- 
formation, take bribes or embez- 
zle while administering the coun- 
try's foreign economic relations, 
minister of supervision, Mr. Wei 
Jianxing, was quoted as saying. 

Guilty cadres will be “severely 
dealt with, without the slightest 
leniency.” the official New China 
News Agency said. 

“The practice of taking and 
asking for bribes has become 
rampant in some areas and de- 
partments in economic relations 
with foreign countries over the 
past few years," the agency said 
m a report last month. 


Minister Wei called for super- 
vision bureaus to be speedily 
established in all the country's 
coastal cities handling foreign 
trade, the People's Daily sard 
Saturday. 

Western diplomats said the 
promise of tough action appeared 
to be an attempt by reformists to 
deflect conservative criticism that 
leader Deng Xiaoping's open 
economic policy has brought a 
wave of corruption in its wake. 

China reported 14,000 “major 
economic crimes” in 1986, four 
times as many as in 1985. Among 
those prosecuted were such high 
na officials as the deputy mayor of 
Nanking Ding Yongan, accused of 
leaking state economic secrets to 
a foreign businesswoman who 
provided him with gifts. 

Mr. Wei. a reformist protege of. 
disgraced former communist par- 
ty leader Hu Yaobang, was 
named head of the new “watch- 


dog” ministry in June. 

Meanwhile, China's black mar- 
ket, flourishing thanks to wide- 
spread shortages and rising in- 
comes, is under fire. 

Poiice fined 3,000 peddlers in 
Peking alone last Sunday and the 
official media have gone on the 
warpath against those who make 
large profits from speculation, 
illegal price hikes and rack- 
eteering. 

Incomes have been rising too 
fast and the system is unable to 
deliver consumers all that they 
want. 

Into this black hole between 
supply and demand have stepped 
the “rat who eats oil,” the 
“Tianjin gang" and the “moths 
who eat clothes" — some of the 
names given to the speculators. 

The press has vividly described 
how speculators operate, buying 
and selling everything from grain 
and petrol coupons and foreign 


exchange to lean pork and high- 
quality cigarettes. 

Die Liaoning Daily in north- 
eastern China said crooks paid 

13.000 yuan ($3,500) to railway 
staff to help them transport 

36.000 cartons of famous 
cigarettes. 

Railway workers wrote out fake 
receipts, drove away inspectors 
and helped them evade discov- 
ery. the daily said. 

While trading in scarce 
cigarettes was a speciality of the 
northeast, groups of Muslim 
Uighurs from the other side of 
China concentrated on trading in 
foreign exchange, the economic 
information newspaper said. 

The Uighurs, distinctive from 
the majority Han Chinese by 
their blue eyes and fair comple- 
xions. hang around outside big 
hotels and invite foreigners to 
change monev.

_ Aimed Forces Chief General 
ndel Ramos said Saturday most 
of the Communist New People's 
Army's (NPA) guns were bought 
abroad by the "rebels ’ “interna- 
tional commission," led by a for- 
mer Catholic priest. 

“1 am talking about modem 
high-powered firearms," Gen. 
Ramos told reporters without giv- 
ing details. The NPA has about 
22,000 regular soldiers by army 
estimates. 

Manila newspapers, quoting 
military sources, have often re- 
ported' sightings of Soviet ships 
supposedly landing arms for the 
rebels in provincial towns and of 
"Russian advisers" holding 


spokesmen have denied the re- 
ports. 

“That is being checked," Gen. 
Ramos said, commenting on 
them. 

The NPA has in the past armed 
itself with weapons captured from 
the largely U.S.-supplied army. 

Gen. Ramos said the military 
had detected “a shift of emph- 
asis" in the NPA’s 18-year-old 
struggle “from the countryside to 
some urban centres, including 
Manila." 

The government this week 
announced a campaign to bring 
better social services to rural 


areas to reduce support for the 
rebels. 

It added that more than 2,000 
rebels surrendered in the first half 
of this year under a government 
amnesty and promises of help in 
finding jobs. 

The Manila Journal and 
Malaya Sunday quoted Ernesto 
Camino, mayor of the south east- 
ern Mindanao town of Gagwait, 
as saying a small boat put ashore 
in Surigao Del Sur province on 
Aug. 5 and delivered weapons to 
the NPA’s 2 1st Guerrilla Front, 
which operates there.

Expelled Soviet official leaves Japan 


TOKYO (AP> — Soviet Vice 
Trade Representative Yuri G. 
Pokrovsky left Japan Sunday, 
three days after being ordered 
out of the country in an exchange 
of expulsions between Japan and 
the Soviet Union. 

Mr. Pokrovsky left from 
Tokyo's Narita Airport aboard a 
Soviet Aeroflot plane, an airline 
official said. 

Japan announced Thursday it 
was expelling the Soviet official 
because he had failed to appear 
for questioning regarding police 
suspicions that he purchased in- 
formation about aircraft instru- 
ments and controls stolen from a 
Japanese company. 

The announcement of Mr. 
Pokrovsky's expulsion came 
shortly after the Soviet Union 
said it was ordering out a 
Japanese Defence Attache, 
Nobuhiro Takeshima, for alleged 
espionage activities. It said it also 


was expelling a Japanese business- 
man, Takao Otani, for allegedly 
trying to obtain commercial sec- 
rets from the Soviet Trade 
Ministry. 

Japan's Foreign Ministry de- 
nied it was expelling Mr. Pok- 
rovsky in retaliation for the 
Soviet deportations, and said 
there was no basis to the Soviet 
charges against Mr. Takeshima, 
one of three defence attaches 
stationed in Moscow. 

Mr. Takeshima, the first 
Japanese diplomat ordered out of 
the Soviet Union since World 
War □, is expected to return to 
Japan sometime this week, news 
reports said. 

Relations between the two 
countries chilled during the past 
several months over revelations 
of a series of alleged illegal trans- 
fers of high technology material 
fi-om Japan to the Soviet Union.

Ortega gives no response 
to meeting with contras 


MANAGUA. Nicaragua (AP) — 
The Sandinista government has 

S 'ven no indication that it would 
: willing to change its long-held 
position of refusing to meet 
directly with the contra rebels. 

During his weekly Face the 
People meeting, President Daniel 
Ortega said the United States 
continues to support the rebels 
despite efforts by Central Amer- 
ican leaders to bring about a 
ceasefire in the civil war. 

On Friday, the six contra lead- 
ers said they would be willing to 
talk with the Sandinistas, but 
insisted they would not lay down 
their arms until Nicaragua is on 
an "irreversible path to demo- 
crat." 

The rebels' announcement 
came after a meeting with Presi- 
dent Jose Napoleon Duarte of El 
Salvador in that nation's capital 
of San Salvador. 

Mr. Duarte suggested that the 
contras and leftist Salvadoran 
guerrillas hold simultaneous, but 
separate, talks Sept. 15 with the 
governments they oppose. 

The Salvadoran guerrillas, who 
have been waging their own civil 
war since 1979. agreed to go 
along with the plan. 

The goal is to put ceasefires 
into effect by Nov. 7 under a 
peace plan signed in Guatemala 
on Aug. 7 by Mr. Ortega. Mr. 
Duarte and the president of 
Guatemala, Costa Rica and Hon- 
duras. 

Mr. Ortega said Saturday: "We 
arc waiting for some gesture of 


the United States to endorse and 
respect the accords signed by the 
presidents in Guatemala.” 

He also said Philip Habib's 
resignation as President Reagan's 
special Central American envoy 
means “the United States is not 
interested in the negotiations." 

While not specifically rejecting 
the contras' call for direct talks, 
Mr. Ortega's comments were 
viewed here as a reaffirmation of 
the government’s long-beld posi- 
tion that it would talk to the 
United States, but not with the 
rebels. 

On Friday, Mr. Ortega told 
representatives of the commis- 
sion of Non-Aligned countries: 
“We invite the Reagan adminis- 
tration to talk without any types 
of conditions." 

The U.S. Congress approved 
$100 million in military and non- 
lethal aid to the rebels last year, 
which will run out this fall. 

The White House said 
Wednesday it has not decided 
whether to continue supporting 
the contras after the peace plan's 
proposed ceasefire date. But a 
group of congressional conserva- 
tives has said it will push for $310 
million in new aid. 

The contras have been fighting 
since 1982 to oust the Sandinistas 
whose revolution toppled the reg- 
ime of pro-Amencan dictator 
Anastasio Somoza in July 1979. 

The Nicaraguan goverment has 
hinted that it may lift some res- 
trictions on civil liberties before 
Nov. 7 as a show of good faith.

Nuclear issue 
threatens 
Philippine ties 
with U.S. 

MANILA, Philippines ( AP) — A 
move in the Philippine senate to 
ban nuclear weapons threatens to 
strain ties with Washington and 
will serve as an early test of j 
President Corazon Aquino's rela- 
tions with a Congress eager to !

Last week, 12 of the 24 sena- ; 
tors co-sponsored legislation to ; 
ban nuclear arms from Philippine 
territory and provide criminal 
penalties not only for those who 
import them but also for officials 
who tolerate their presence. 

Sponsors say the bills were 
aimed specifically at nuclear 
weapons believed stored at the 
U.S. military facilities of Clark 
Air Base and the Subic Bay Naval 
Station. The United States re- 
fuses to confirm or deny the 
presence of nuclear weapons at 
its bases in the Philippines. 

If approved as drafted, the ban 
would be even stiffer than one- 
im posed by New Zealand, which 
bars nuclear-armed ships from its 
ports but permits transit through 
territorial waters.

LOS ANGELES {AY) — Soviet 
leader Mikhail Gorbachev plans 
to visit the U.N. General Assem- 
bly and meet with President 
Ronald Reagan next month, the 
Los Angeles Times reported in its 
Sunday editions. 

Mr. Reagan and Mr. Gor- 
bachev could" use the meeting as a 
summit to sign an arms pact if 
Moscow and Washington can 
reach an agreement in stalled 
talks on banning short-and 
medium-range nuclear missiles, 
the newspaper said. 

If no consensus is reached by 
late September, Mr. Gorbachev 
is prepared to come to Washing- 
ton on a lower-level 1 working visit 
to personally negotiate an agree- 
ment with Mr. Reagan, the news- 
paper reported. 

In Washington, a highly placed 
U.S. official disputed the repon. 

The official, speaking on condi- 
tion of not being identified, told 
the Associated Press he knew of 
no direct notification by the 
Soviets that Mr. Gorbachev plan- 
ned to attend the U.N. meeting. 

The official conceded, howev- 
er, that there was speculation 
within the Reagan administration 
that Mr. Gorbachev might indeed 
make a last-minute decision to 
attend the session, and that such 
a step would cause concern to 
American policymakers. 

The official noted a precedent 
for quick decisions by Mr. Gor- 
bachev to seek a summit. Last 
year, Mr. Gorbachev requested a 
meeting with Mr. Reagan only 
weeks before the two leaders met 
in Reykjavik, Iceland, in 
October. 

The official said the United 
States does not particularly want 


to hold a summit unless it results 
in an agreement to eliminate in- 
termediate nuclear forces. If Mr. 
Gorbachev arrives in New York 
in September, negotiations on a 
pact might not be completed, the 
official said. 

Soviet Foreign Minister 
Eduard Shevardnadze is sche- 
duled to meet in Washington with 
Secretary of State George Shultz 
on Sept. 15-17, and officials on 
both sides have expressed hope 
that die meetings will produce a 
compromise that would ensure a 
summit. 

Under terms both sides are said 
to have accepted, Mr. Gorbachev 
would extend his stay to about 10 
days if an agreement is reached 
on intermediate nuclear forces, 
the Los Angeles Tunes report 
said. 

Mr. Gorbachev’s tentative 
itinerary includes a visit to Cali- 
fornia, where he would stay as a 
guest at the president's ranch 
near Santa Barbara, the news- 
paper reported. 

Soviet officials have asked, and 
the United States has agreed, to 
allow Mr. Gorbachev to visit an 
aircraft assembly plant in south- 
ern California ana Silicon Valley 
near San Francisco, the centre of 
U.S. semiconductor and compu- 
ter research and manufacturing 
that is normally off-limits to the 
Soviets, the Tunes report said. 

Mr. Gorbachev also would visit 
farms and industrial food proces- 
sing plants in California's central 
valley and would probably tour 
Disneyland, the newspaper said. 
In 1959, the late Soviet leader 
Nikita Khrushchev was barred 
from the amusement park on 
grounds of security. 


Britain’s RAF reportedly 
planned to kidnap Hitler 


LONDON (R) — Britain's Royal 
Air Force (RAF) schemed to 
kidnap Adolf Hitler in 1941 after 
intelligence suggested the Ger- 
man leader's personal pilot was 
ready to delect, the Sunday 
Times newspaper reported 
Sunday. 

According to the newspaper, 
the plan was devised after British 
officials in Sofia were approached 
by a Bulgarian called Kiroff, who 
claimed to be the father-in-law of 
Hitler's pilot, Hans Baur. 

Kiroff told them Baur had lost 
two brothers in the war, had 
become disillusioned with Hitler 


and was willing to hijack him to 
Britain.

DHAKA (R) — Bangladesh is 
sending special envoys abroad to 
seek emergency aid for the vic- 
tims of floods that have afflicted 
one-sixth of its population, gov- 
ernment officials said Sunday. 

The government also appealed 
for austerity on the part of the 
country's rich people. It called for 
expensive festivities to be scrap- 
ped and for donations to relief 
funds. 

The decision to send senior 
ministers and top-ranking offi- 
cials overseas was taken at a 
cabinet meeting chaired by Presi- 
dent H os sain Mohammad Ershad 
Saturday. 

A highly-placed source told 
Reuters the envoys would carry 
personal letters from Gen. 
Ershad to heads of government. 
But he could not say how many 
countries they would visit. 

He said they would also meet 
politicians and officials to explain 
the magnitude of the loss caused 
by the floods. 

Observers said Gen. Ershad 
was launching the diplomatic 
offensive because he felt most 
rich countries had responded 
coolly to his appeal for help. 

Only two countries have so far 
pledged emergency support — 
Japan 100,000 tonnes of grain and 
the United States $25, 000. 

“This is simply peanuts. We 
need at least $100 million to tide 


us over the situation,” one offi- 
cial said. 

An official at the flood 
emergency centre said flooding in 
the worst-affected north of the 
country were receding but the 
Bangladesh capital was still under 
threat. 

Most of Dhaka's suburbs are 
under water and floodwaters is 
only 200 metres from Gen. 
Ersnad's bouse in the main milit- 
ary area, he said. 

The floods have caused 525 
known deaths in the last month 
and destroyed 1.5 million tonnes 
of grain. 

Seventeen million people over 
a huge area of one of the world's 
poorest countries have been 
affected by the disaster. 

A major opposition group, the 
Bangladesh Nationalist Party, 
said foreign donors were not 
coming forward because they sus- 
pected the ruling Jatiya Party 
might misappropriate toe relief. 

“They are quite aware of this 
government’s corrupt track re- 
cord, and hence die hedging," 
Nationalist Party chief Begum 
Khaleda Zia told a rally in a 
flood-hit Dhaka suburb Saturday. 

The government Saturday 
night imposed restrictions on in- 
viting more than 50 guests to 
wedding ceremonies and urged 
people to give up expensive festi- 
vities. 


Panamanian women hold peaceful march 


PANAMA CITY. Panama (AP) 
— Thousands of women dressed 
in white marched peacefully 
through the capital demanding 
the reopening of newspapers and 
radio stations closed during 
weeks of anti-government pro- 
tests. 

No uniformed police or sol- 
diers were visible as at least 
20,000 women marched eight 
kilometres along the main down- 
town commercial street, pre- 
ceded and followed by hundreds 
of cars whose drivers honked 
horns constantly. 

The demonstration Saturday 
was organised by the Gvic Cru- 
sade. a coalition of business, 
labour, professional and student 
groups that has been leading the 
protests against President Eric 
Arturo Delvalle's military- 
dominated government. 

Waving the white handker- 
chiefs adopted by the Gvic Cru- 
sade as a protest symbol, the 
women chanted anti-government 
slogans and carried signs with 
such messages as “Open La Pre- 
nsa" and “I want a legitimate and 


decent government for my chil- 
dren." 

The opposition daily La Prensa 
and two other newspapers, El 
Siglo and Extra, were closed by 
the government on July 26 over 
their demands that Gen. Manuel 
Antonio Noriega resign. Noriega 
is head of the national defence 
forces and is regarded as the 
power behind Mr. Delvalle's 
presidency. 

Two radio stations, KW Con- 
tinents and Radio Mundial, were 
also closed after the government 
accused them of broadcasting 
material likely to disrupt public 
order. 

Panama’s 85-year-old ex-Presi- 
dent Amulfo Arias Madrid, head 
of the opposition Authentic 
Panamanian Party, waved to the 
women from a balcony along the 
TOule. 

At the Santa Ana Park where 
the march ended, speakers called 
for respect for the right of free 
expression. 

They also expressed support 
for five Gvic Crusade leaders, all 
prominent business people, for 


whom arrest warrants were issued 
on Aug. 5. The government said 
documents found in a raid on 
Gvic Crusade offices showed that 
the group planned to overthrow 
the government. 

Two of the business leaders are 
in asylum inside the Peruvian 
embassy and three have gone into 
hiding in undisclosed locations. 

Gvic Crusade called Saturday 
for supporters to attend a special 
Roman Catholic mass Sunday in 
the 20,000-seat new Panama are- 
na. No political message was ex- 
pected in the mass, but the Cru- 
sade's announcement urged peo- 
ple to attend and pray for peace 
in the country. 

The coalition, which claims 192 
member organisations, also said 
that in the coming days, lawyers 
would march to the nation's sup- 
reme court building and com- 
munications workers would hold

Disguised inma te flees prison

burglary donned a long skirt, a blue blouse and a hat and walked 
out of the prison, said Robey Eldridge, a Stats Corrections 
Division spokesman. Dee had been taking part in a meeeting of 
Freedom Now. an inmates' club, in the prison's visitors’ room, 
Eldridge said. Eighty-eight inmates and 25 visitors artended. 
During the meeting, another inmate pretended he was having a 
heart attack, creating a diversion so Dee could put on toe 
costume. When the meeting broke up. Dee left with the visitors, 
Eldridge said. But when Dee walked out of the building, he began 
to run. Two guards chased him off the prison grounds but lost 
sight of him. With the help of a witness, state and city police 
found him in the back yard of a house three blocks away, Eldridge 
said. Prison authorities planned to question a visitor Dee had 
invited to the meeting. Dee was sent to the prison in 1981 to serve 
a 22-year sentence, Eldridge said. 

‘Little change in U.S. drinking habits 9 

NEW YORK (AP) — Beer is still the king of alcoholic beverages, 
according to a Gallup poll that revealed little change in the 
drinking habits of Americans over the past few years. Of the 65 
per cent who said they drank alcoholic beverages . 38 per cent said 
they had taken a drink within 24 hours of being interviewed, 30 
per cent said they had their last drink a day to a week before and 
31 per cent a week to a year before. One per cent answered “no 
opinion." The poll was reported in Sunday’s New York Times. A 
1984 poll showed similar results, with 39 per cent having had a 
drink in the previous 24 hours, 29 per cent a day to a week before 
and 31 per cent a week to a year before. The most popular 


said they planned no changes in their drinking. Gallup polled 
1,607 people around the country over the age of IS July 10-13. 

Ukrainian drinkers brewing at home 

MOSCOW (R) — More than 100,000 litres (22,000 gallons) of 
illegal home brew were discovered in one three- mo nth period in a 
fight against heavy drinking in the Ukraine, the Soviet Commun- 
ist Party newspaper Pravda said. The Soviet press has reported an 
increase in home brewing since Kremlin leader Miknail Gor- 
bachev launched an anti-drink campaign after taking office in 
March 1985. About 32,000 illegal distilling operations were

Shells, rifles removed from lake 

MOSCOW (AP) A bomb disposal squad in the Siberian city of 
Quta cleared Lake Kenon of 51 shrapnel sheDs and seven rifles 
found witbrn a few yards of shore, TASS said. The Soviet News 
Agency said it took the bomb squad four days to dig the weapons 
out from five metres of sand silt. They were safely removed, taken 
out of the city and detonated, it said. Several years ago another 
bomb squad cleared the lake of about 100 grenades, it said. TASS 
said the nfltt were made in 1905, but did not say how long tbe 
weapons had been :hcre or how they might have gotten into the 
lake, located norm of the Mongolian border.
